DETECTIVE FRANK CORBUS LOCKED UP 


Fast in a Storage Vault, He Yells for 
“Sleepy ” Burke to Be Brought 
to Blow the Door. 


Detective Frank Corbus of the Central 
Police Station was locked up for the first 
time last night, and it required the com- 
bined efforts of a dozen other detectives, 
together with Lieut. Haas and Sergt. Brod- 
erick, to liberate him. 

Corbus’ prison was the big vault in the 
Lieutenant’s office, and he was incarcerated 
by a scrubwoman, Kittie Pomeroy, for a 
joke. The woman turned the combination 
from the outside. Corbus made several 
futile ‘efforts to open the door, and then be- 
gan to shout for liberty. 

Detective Ross tried his hand but was un- 
able to open the door. Lieut. Haas was 
notified, and after expressing himself as to 
the stupidity of some people, began to search 
for the combination. Sergt. Broderick came 
in and joined in the search. 

The combination could not be found in 
the Lieutenant’s desk, but Sergt. Broderick, 
who had an indistinct recollection of the 
figures, set to work on the door. Corbus 
began to get anxious, and struck the lock 
a heavy blow with a sleage hammer he found 
inside the vault. Finally he yelled, so those 
outside heard him plainly: 

* Arrest ‘Sleepy’ Burke and have him 
blow the door open.” 

Seret. Broderick’s second effort to open 
the door was successful, and when he turned 
the knob to the proper point the portal swung 
open and the prisoner walked out. 

The vault is used for the storage of stolen 
property and has a high ceiling. It is thought

DR. T. C. HALL’S CASE I$ PERPLEXING 


Continued High Temperature Baffles 
Physicians, but They Believe He 
Will Eventually Recover. 


The condition of the Rev. Thomas C. Hall, 


who has been ill at his residence, No. 408 


North State street, for the last two weeks, 
was reported practically unchanged yester- 
day from what it has been for two or three 
days. The physicians in attendance, Dr. 
R. D. MacArthur and Dr. R. R. Campbell, 
say he is seriously ill, but haveconfidence in 
his ultimate recovery. It is said his con- 
tinued high temperature—ranging from 104° 
to 105°—is the most serious feature. This, 
with other complications in his illness, led to 
a consultation of physicians on Friday. Dr. 
MacArthur said last evening: 

“While Dr. Hall is seriously ill, I regard 
his recovery as certain. The case presents 
some anomalous features, but the most seri- 
ous factor is his continued high tempera- 
ture, which has remained at 104° and 105° 
for several days, despite all efforts to reduce 
it. It would naturally be expected that his 
pulse would be high, but it has not been 
above 100°, the majority of the time remain- 
ing ut 96°. He has also taken nourishment 
freely, and has retained his Strength sur- 
prisingly well under the circumstances. 

‘‘ There have been slight pneumonic eymp- 
toms, but they have not developed to serious 
proportions. There has also been a sugges- 
tion of typhoid in some is symptoms, but 
we have not been able to discover the pres- 
ence of the typhoid germ. The case is pe- 
culiar in many ways, but I am sanguine of 
a favorable outcome. 

‘His illness began with the grip and a 
serious bowel complication, but there has 
been a great improvement in this regard. 
The only serious feature we have now to 
deal with is his high temperature, and 1 am 
hopeful there will be an improvement !n this 
regard tomorrow or the next day.”’

Not a New Fight. 

This pastime has a purpose. It is meant 
as a hint to the city authorities and the 
Yerkes authorities toclean the street. These 
Northwest Division people have been warring 
for months with the authorities over the 
condition of their streets. Last fall, at var- 
ious times the people turned out and threw 
the mud up in heaps, and sometimes the 
heaps were placed in such position to the 
‘tracks that trolley cars were embarrassed 
for a time. 

When winter came on and the ground froze 
up the railroad companies thought their 
troubles were over, as the dirt in the streets 
was not in a condition to be moved.

OPPOSES PRISON-MADE TEXT BOOKS. 


County Superintendent of Schools 
Bright Cemments on Proposed 
Legislation. 


At the close of a lecture by Prof. McClin- 
tock yesterday at Association Hall to 
the County Teachers’ Association on 
the formation of plot in story 
wrijing County Superintendent Bright 
made some remarks in reference to the pro- 
posed legislation on free text books. He 
faid he favored free text books, but he did 
mot want them made In prison and then dis- 
tributed to the pupils. He also strongly ob- 
jected to any plan for uniformity of text 
books, — 

“Every teacher in Cook County should be 
prepared for intelligent and united opposi- 
tion to the measures now: being advocated,”’ 
he said. “I cannot find a suitable adjective 
to apply to the suggested publication of 
@&chool books in our State prisons, as advo- 
oo by the bill in course of preparation by 

epresentative Schubert. To express it 
mildly such a measure would be deleterious. 

“State uniformity is even more absurd. 
To my mind it means the death of education. 
Free text books are all very well, but the free 
Aistribution of prison-made text books 
would be the height of folly.’’ 


FIFTEEN ORPHAN CHILDREN BURNED. 


Fire at the Backner Orphan Home at 
Dallas Proves More Serious than 
at First Supposed. 


Dallas, Tex., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Fifteen 
little girls and boys are dead as a result of 
last night’s fire at the Buckner Orphan 
Home, and nine others are seriously burned 
and crushed. Three of the injured, it is 
thought, cannot recover. 

The fire, which commenced about 10 o’clock 
Friday night, and raged until the boys’ dor- 
mitory was destroyed, did not cool enough 
for search for bodies in the ashes until this 
morning. At that time it was thought only 
five children had been burned to death. When 
the ashes had cooled enough to admit ofa 
search scores of sympathizing friends and 
neighbors began the sad task of finding the 
bodies of the five whom it was known had 
perished. The search had hardly been in- 
stituted, when the terrible truth that there 
were more than five bodies in the ashes ap- 
peared. The search continued until dawn, 
when fifteen bodies had been found.

FIRST DISTRICT. 
PATRICK V. FITZPATRICK. 


Senator Patrick V. Fitzpatrick, First Dis- 
trict—When I left Springfield this morning 
Lorimer had thirty-one votes pledged to 
him in the Cook County delegation and 
the thirty-five promised him from the coun- 
try. If he can.keep these sixty-six votes he 
can easily win the caucus nomination. It 
is impossible to estimate the strength of 
the other candidates, as the claims they 
make and the confidence they feel are 
wildly extravagant. The country members 
seem fnclined to follow the lead of the 
Cook County delegation, and whoever is 
the leading Chicago candidate will with- 
out doubt be elected. 

I believe that if Madden had not lost 
heart and had staid tn the race he would 
have got back those who deserted from 
him and would finally have been supported 
by the country members. His withdrawal 
was accompanied by an unfortunate dis- 
play of temper.

MISSOURI OFFICERS SHOT BY OUTLAWS 


Mob Batters In the Jail Doors, but the 
Prisoners Are Spirited Away 
by the Sherif#£Z. 


St. Louls, Mo., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Prose- 
cuting Attorney George 8. Elliott of Mis- 
sissippi County, Mo., is dead at his home in 
Charleston with three bullets in his breast, 
and Joseph and James Albright, wealthy 
farmers, are in the St. Louis jail charged 
not only with his murder, but that of 
Isaac Large. 

Charleston swarmed with a mob on Fri- 
day night determined to hang the Albrights. 
The mob battered down the doors of the 
jail in Charleston at midnight and poured 
in with a rope and drawn revolvers. Sher- 
iff I’rank Sterritt and Deputy Henry Ken- 
nedy hurried the prisoners out of a@ rear 
door and headed for St. Louis, 


lived on their farm in Mississippi County 
and defied the authorities. On two occa- 
sions posses were formed to capture them, 
but friends harbored and concealed them. 
On Sept. 15, 18096, Isaac Large, the Albrights’ 
brother-in-law, was found dead in a road. 
People in tue vicinity reported the murder, 
and it was suggested that Large was slain 
because the Albrights suspected him of be- 
traving some of their secrets, 

Elliott declared that he would rid Mississip- 
pi County of the Albrights if elected Pros- 
ecuting Attorney. Elected he was by an 
immense majority, with the Albrights and 
their friends, weighted with arms, fighting 
him bitterly at the voting places near Ber- 
trand. When he was installed in office a few 
days ago Elliott declared that he would keep 
his promise. Yesterday morning before day- 
break he started from Charleston with a 
Winchester, alone and without announcing 
his purpose. He located. Jim Albright at 
the farmhouse of one of their friends, Jim 
Mattinger. Mattinger came to the door rub- 
bing his eyes in the early dawn. 

**Call Jim Albright to the door,” he said. 

A pistol shot was the reply. Elliott re- 
turned the fire, but he was wounded, He 
sank upon the ground, still firing. When his 
revolver was empty, Albright fired again 
and again at the prostrate figure. Three 
times he sent bullets into the left breast 
near the heart. 

Yesterday afternoon Elliott succumbed to 
his wounds. The Albrights surrendered to 
a posse.

GOY. TANNER TO URGE $250,000 LOAN. 


Will Send a Special Message to the 
Legislature Regarding Relief for 
the Depleted Treasury. 


Springfield, Ill., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Tanner will send to the Legislature early 
next Week a special message urging the ne- 
cessity of and authorizing the borrowing of 
$250,000 to meet the current expenses of the 
State Government. This is the largest sum 
which may be borrowed by the State with- 
out submitting the proposition to a. vote of 
the people. The depleted condition of the 
Treasury was detailed in last night’s dis- 
patches. It contains not enough money even 
to defray the expenses of the Legislature, 
to say nothing of the Stateinstitutions. This 
is the condition in which the Democratic 
administration left the Treasury. 

Gov. Tanner today decided not te approve 
any warrants of the State charitable and 
penal institutions for their drafts upon the 
appropriations made by the Thirty-ninth 
General Assembly. This will prevent them 
from getting Treasury warrants from the 
State Auditor for current expenses, and it 
will also prevent the hypothecation of the 
warrants by the trustees, the method hy 
which the bankrupt condition of the Treas- 
ury has been partially concealed from the 
public for a yearormore. It was understood 
yesterday that the Governor would approve 
the warrants, but that they would be held 
up when presented to the Auditor. Today, 
however, Gov. Tanner, acting upon the ad- 
vice of Attorney-General Akin, decided to 
withhold his signature. 

The funds which will reach the State 
Treasury in April, May, and June from the 
annual tax collections will not be great 
enough, it is said, to liquidate the unpaid 
bills which have accumulated during the 
last year or two and the ordinary expenses 
of the State Government. Even more seri- 
ous embarrassment is anticipated in 1898. 
The appropriations to be made at the present 
session cannot be much less than $8,000,000, 
or $4,000,000 per annum for the two years. 
It is. estimated that by July 1 the State 
Treasury will contain only $2,000,000 to meet 
obligations aggregating twice that sum. 
‘The present General Assembly is powerless 
to increase the funds beyond the constitu- 
tional limitation of $250,000, and it cannot 
make a second loan until the first is paid.

DEMOCRATS IN BIG ROW. 


ST. LOUIS MANAGERS SUED FOR $1,200 
CAMPAIGN MONEY. 


Col. Ed Butler Files the Suit Against 
H. J. Brady and an Election Com- 
missioner—Says His Contribution 
Was Appropriated by Them for 
Their Own Use—Used Rightly, He 
Says, It Would Have Elected Sev- 
eral Democrats. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 16.—{Special.}—Col. Ed 
Butler, by his attorney, T. J. Rowe, brought 
suit this morning in the Circuit Court 
against Hugh J. Brady, Chairman of the 
Democratic City Central committee, and* 
Charles P. Higgins, Chairman of the Board 
of Election Commissioners, to recover $1,200 
which, he says, he gave to them for use in the 


‘campaign, and which they appropriated to 


their own use. This action created a bigger 
sensation in political circles here than any- 
thing that has occurred since the campaign 
closed. 

Combined with the work of the “ manage- 
ment " in tearing down the old city organiza- 
tion of the party and the building of a Stone 
machine in its stead, itis congidered that the 
revelations promised by the trial of this suit 
will completely destroy the party in St. 
Louls, and may so affect the State as to 
make Republican victory possible. The pe- 
tition, filed yesterday, plainly charges that 
Brady and Higgins appropriated the money 
to their own uses. 

Col. Butler said this afternoon: “If that 
$1,200 had been properly used it would have 
elected three Circuit Judges who were de- 
feated. Fifty dollars a ward would have put 
twenty-five men to work in each of the twen- 
ty-four wards, and they should have been 
able to get seventy-five votes in each ward, 
which would have been 2,100 votes in the 
twenty-eight wards, and would have saved 
several candidates on the city ticket.”’ 

“ Higgins denies that he got the money,” 
suggested the reporter. “‘ He will have an 
opportunity to do so under oath,’’ replied 
Mr. Butler, *‘ and if he does I can prove that 
he did get it. He told me that he goa¢ itt, and 
he told the same thing to others whose names 
1 will not give you now, but who will appear 
at the proper time. If Brady and Higgins 
had handled the money on the square there 
woulda have been no trouble.”

| NOBLE PAIR RUN AWAY? 


BELIEVED TO BE FRENCH PRINCESS 
AND AN ENGLISHMAN. 


* 

Mysterious Couple Come Over on the 
Liner New York—Passengers Be- 
lieve Them to Be a French Princess 
and an English Earl's Nephew— 
Are Very Secretive Regarding 
Their Names and Pians—Man Ex- 
ceedingly Attentive to Princess. 


New York, Jan. 16.—{Special.]—A French 
Princess and the nephew of an English Earl 
are believed to be in New York together, 
though their interested fellow-passengers 
on the steamer New York, which arrived 
here this morning, could only surmise their 
identity. -When the American liner reached 
its pier the two persons, who had attracted 
680 much attention on the voyage, walked 
down the gangway together and were at 
once driven to the Metropolitan Hotel. They 
are registered on the passenger list as 
Baronne de Faucigny and Mr. Cyril Grey. 
These four names appear on the register of 
the Metropolitan Hotel in the same pen- 
manship: “Mme, de Faucigny et Mme. 
Manz, Cyril Grey, Halfden Jebe,”’ Nos. 326, 
828, 312, and 316, 

The family of Faucigny-Lucinge is one of 
the oldest of the French nobility. They are 
prominent in the church. The present head 
of the house is the Prince Charlies Marc de 
Faucigny, Prince of Lucinge and of Cystria, 
with a score of lesser titles. His residence 
is at No. 30 Rue St. Dominique. He has 
also a castle at Faucigny and one in Brit- 
tany. He is 72 years old and married in 
1850 the Princess Francoise-Marie Raphaelle, 
a daughter of Count Robert of Sesmaisons 
and Cecile Justine Blanche of Kergorly. 
They have five sons—Rudolphe, Ferdinand, 
Gerard, Rogatien, and Guy—all living. 

The Grey family is a proud one in En- 
gland. The present Earl Grey, Albert 
Henry George, is the fourth of that name. 
He has one son and four daughters living. 
He has a nephey—Cyril Grey—the son of the 
late Sir William Grey. Young Cyril is a 
First Lieutenant in the Second Battalion of 
the Manchester Regiment. He was born 
in 1871. 


Princess Smiled on Grey. 

On the trip across the Atlantic the 
“ Baronne”’ confined her conversation and 
her smiles mostly to Mr. Grey. Once she 
dropped a card, and an inquisitive woman 
looked hard at it. and saw the words “ Prin- 
cess de ——’’ before its owner could stoop 
and pick it up, which she quickly did, blush- 
ing furiousiy. She dressed modestly but 
richly, and in excellent style and taste. Her 
jewels were rare, and in old-fashioned set- 
tings. 
handsome, with large, dark eyes and jet- 
black hair. She looks to be past 30 years of 
age. 

Mr. Cyril Grey is a young man of 26, tall, 
straight, broad shoulders, deep chest, and 
soldierly in his bearing. He wears a tiny 
dot of a moustache, waxed up at the ends 
till he would look like a Frenchman if it were 
not for his English combination of blue eyes, 
dark-brown hair, and red cheeks. 

The 100 saloon passengers on the New 
York are strongly of the opinion that the 
‘*‘Baronne” is traveling incog. for some 
reason, and is really Princess de Faucigny 
Favigoy. Mr. Grey was at the “ Bar- 
onne’s’” side when she landed at the Ameri- 
can line pier, and was like her shadow, re- 
senting any attempt to interview her. 
‘‘ What do you wish to know?” he demanded 
of a reporter who had ventured to ask her 
destination. 

‘‘To know if the Baroness is traveling in- 
cognito and why and what is her destina- 
ation,’’ was the unexpected reply. 

Mr. Grey looked aghast, hesitated, stam- 
mered, and finally said: *‘The Baroness 
does not wish any publicity. She does not 
wish to be known.” Pressed for a reason, 
Mr. Grey said he was “too busy to talk 
about it,’”’ and when the questioner persist- 
ed he reddened with vexation and finally 
blurted out: ‘* You'd better go and ask her.’’ 
Then Mr. Grey rushed back aboard the 
steamer to avoid further questions. 

Grey Gets Indignant. 

The Baroness said at first she was bound 
for the French Antilles, then that St. John, 
N. B., was her destination, and, finally, that 
Brazil was the end of her journey. She 
spoke German, and s about to say more, 
when back came Mp? Grey, highly indignant 
that his advice ha@ not been followed. ‘‘ See 
here, you must.yét bother this lady,” he be- 
gan, ‘*‘ We don’t wish any publicity, as I 
have already told you, and you cannot inter- 
view her.” 

Asked to explain what was meant by 
‘‘we,’’ and on wat authority an interview 
was denied, Mr. Grey grew highly indignant, 
and then as suddenly became confused. 
Finally, he said he was a friend of the Baron- 
ess. “As to her name, the name on the 
passenger list is the correct one,’’ said Mr. 
Grey, ‘‘and as to her destination or object 
in coming to this country, it Is none of any 
one’s business.*’ Mr. Grey said thisin a man- 
ner to indicate he thought it was his own ¢s- 
pecial care, while the “ Baronne’’ sat ona 
trunk with folded arms and laughed quietly. 
She said subsequently that she would remain 
in New York two days. She had five new 
trunks, all marked ‘ Baroness de Faucig- 
ny.’’ 

At the Metropolitan Hotel every member of 
the party sent down word, “ Not at home,” 
to all callers. 


HIS SIGHT IS GRADUALLY RETURNING. 


X Ray Experiments on W. A. Coles, Be- 
lieved to Be Totally and Perma- 
nently Blind, Proving Successful. 


Wew York, Jan. 16.—[Special.]—W. A. Coles 
of Albany was suddenly stricken blind in 
1891. Oculists told him the retina and optic 
nerve was shriveled and dried completely 
up, and he would never see again. 

In November last, when in Boston, he was 
induced by a friend to stand before the X 
rays in the general electric works. While 
the early experiements of that time were 
crude and unsatisfactory, still the blind man 
found, on his return to Albany, that he could 
see, as he expressed it: ‘* Little beams of 
red and white and blue light, as fine as a 
needle, and so intense in their brightness as 
to cause me the most excruciating pain.” 
This was the beginning of a series of ex- 
periments on the part of Drs. Munson, Scat- 
tergood, and Robinson of this city, who 
have worked on Mr. Coles ever since, with 
the most gratifying results. By the con- 
tinued application of the rays as a tonic and 
a stimulant they hope the portions of the 
eye now helpless can be restored to power. 
From total inability to see, he can now dis- 
cern objects in a dim way and can pick out 
certain lettered and colored cards. 

The most successful of the experiments 
to prove the certainty of his returning vision 
are made on a table covered with a black 
cloth. Objects placed on this are readily 
distinguished by Mr. Coles, and his strength 
of sight is measured in this manner every 
day. Mr. Coles is convinced his complete 
cure is only a matter of time. 


ACCUMULATIONS BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


Securities of the Late Richard Tighe 
Found in Safety Deposit Boxes 
Amount to $1,538,215.

New York, Jan. 16.—The safe deposit 
boxes containing the securities of the late 
Richard Tighe have been opened. They dis- 
closed stocks and cash aggregating $1,538, - 
215. Tighe was known as an eccentric old 
man, who owned the only private house left 
on Union Square. This house, the value 
of which is estimated at $130,000, brings 
the old man’s reputed wealth up to nearly 
$1,750,000. Most of the securities are gilt- 
edged, which may raise the estate to even 
a higher figure. Tighe’s will, leaving his 
fortune to his wife's relatives, is contested 
by several Irish relatives of the testator.

New York, Jan. 16.—Jack Eevrhardt of 
New Orleans knocked out Billy Ernst of 
Brooklyn in the twelfth round at the Broad- 
way Athletic club tonight. The men were 
anr.ounced to go fifteen rounds at 137 pounds. 
The announcer said that if both men were 
on their feet at the end of fifteen rounds 
there would be no decision rendered, and 
that the merits of the men would be left to 
the opinion of the audience. He added that 
up to the end of the fifteenth round the men 
would box subject to the decision of the ref- 
eree. 

The first three rounds were rather tame 
and caused the crowd to shout derisively. 
The audience displayed so much discontent 
that Tom O’Rourke entered the ring and 
said: ** This will go to a decision if the ref- 
eree will decide it.”

NO DANGER TO AMERICA FROM PLAGUE 


‘IN THE CITY OF DEATH. 


STRICKEN BOMBAY LOSES OVER 
HALF ITS 850,000 PEOPLE, 


Inhabitants Flee from the Awfal Bu- 
bonic Plague—Hundreds of Thou- 
sands Rum for Their Lives—India 
Suffering from the Horrors of Fam- 
ine Also—Millions of Helpless Men, 
Women, and Children Starving— 
Drastic Measures Are Proposed.

has been unprecedented, while the returns 
of deaths from remittermt-fever are extraor- 
dinarily high, above the plague rate, which 
is naturally interpretedas meaning that num- 
bers of people who have fallen victims of the 
plague have been officially recorded as hav- 
ing died from remittent-fever. 


Fear for the Troops. 

The government officials are dreading the 
spread of the plague to the British 
troops in garrison here, and it is 
proposed to withdraw the European troops 
and send them into the best place available 
on the other side of Bombay harbor. On the 
other hand, there are people who oppose this 
step being taken, on the ground that the 
presence of the British regiments has a 
salutary effect upon the populaé¢e, which 
might otherwise start rioting and looting. 


City May Be Isolated. 
It is also suggested that the whole city 
should be Isolated, that escape by the land- 
side be prevented by a strong cordon of 
troops, and that escape by water shoyld be 
prevented by the patrolling of armed steam- 
ers. 
Torch May Be Used. 
There are people who go so far as to strong- 
ly advocate that the only radical cure is to 
drive the remaining natives from the quarter 
of the city inhabited by them, apply the 
torch to their habitations, and burn every 
place there to the ground. They point tothe 
fact in support of this policy that no amount 
of disinfecting work will wipe out the horri- 
ble scourge, as the rats, and even the ants, 
it is claimed, are infected, and will carry 
pestilence far and wide unless the fire cure 
is adopted. 
To Drive Out the Natives. 
If this is done, and it does not seem un- 
likely, the whole of the remaining native 
population will be driven out by the troops 
to an immense camp which will have been 
previously prepared for them. There the 
natives will be compelled to remain, sur- 
rounded by a cordon of troops, until the 
plague is stamped out or works its worst 
among the unfortunates. 


Heroism of Europeans. 

The government officials and European 
doctors are showing a fine example to the 
natives. Although many of them have, as 
a precaution, sent away their families, they 
are doing everything possible, working night 
and day, in their efforts to stamp out the 
loathsome pestilence, restore the courage 
of the faint-hearted, and encourage business 
as much as possible. 


Cholera Certain to Come. 

The camp at Andheri is in a particularly 
umhealthy state, and an outbreak of cholera 
seems certain, in addition to a visitation of 
the plague. Water is scarce, and what there 
is of it is filthy. Many of the refugees, 
alarmed by the deaths which have already 
occurred there, have fled to other points. 


BROOKLYN IN FEAR OF THE PLAGUE. 


Health Authorities Make Arrange- 
ments to Quarantine Against 
East Indian Ships. 


New York, Jan. 16.—The Brooklyn Health 
Department, fearing the bubonic plagué, 
now raging in India, may be carried to this 
country by steamships, has made prepara- 
tions to have all vessels arriving from India 
subjected to thorough disinfection anu quai- 
antine. 

Health Commissioner Emery today issued 
orders to inspectors and health officers to 
take extra precautions in the examination of 
ships. 

Especial vigilance is directed to the docks 
where hemp is landed. 


From that place they will go to Pisa, Leg- 
horn, Naples, and other places on the way 
to Alexandria. The pilgrims will be ac- 
corded a special audience with the Pope, 
and will stay in the Eternal City.

Health Officer at New York Says There 
Is No Danger to United States 
from It. 


New York, Jan. 16.—[Speciai.}—Dr. A. H. 
Doty, health officer of the Port of New York, 
has just returned from a trip to: Egypt. 
While there he investigated the places 
whence come the rags shipped to this coun- 
try, and also studied the situation at the 
gateway to Europe and America, the Suez 
Canal, through which the bubonic, or black 
plague, now raging in India, may come. 
The doctor said: ‘* From my experience in 
these matters I feel reasonably certain in 
saying the public need not worry them- 
selves about the plague.”’ 

Mr. Doty said there is no danger in going to 
Egypt or to Mediterranean ports as matters 
now stand. 


FINDS STRYCHNINE IN THE STOMACH 


Prof. Haines of Chicago Gives Damag- 
ing Testimony in the O’Donnell 
Wife-Poisoning Case. 


Eau Claire, Wis., Jan. 16.—[Specdial.]— 
Prof. Walter S. Haines of Chicago was a 
witness for the State in the O’ Donnell trial 
today. He testified in substance: “I re- 
ceived one-third of the contents of the 
stomach of Mrs. ©’Donnell and part of the 
liver. I found strychnine in the contents 
of the stomach to the amount of one-sixth 
of a grain and in one-fifth of the liver I 
found one-tenth of a grain. I took 1-650th 
of a grain of what I took from the liver 
and the same I took from the stomach and 
administered them respectively to two frogs. 
Both frogs were in convulsions in five min- 
utes, and in fifteen minutes they were dead.”’ 
The professor produced the frogs, which 
had been put up in bottles, and they were 
received as exhibits in the case. He further 
testified a fatal dose of strychnine was some- 
what less than one-third of a grain, though 
there were cases in which more than that 
had*been taken without causing death; that 
strychnine found in the stomach and liver 
showed strichnine must be present in the 
other internal organs, and that in cases of 
strychnine poisoning the extremities became 
very rigid.

He visited 
the elephants’ quarters the other day to 
speak to the keeper. ‘ Charlie was eating his 
supper, but directly he heard the man’s 
voice he turned, seized him with his trunk, 
pushed him against the wall, and crushed 
his head with his tusk. The owner of the 
elephant testified there was no doubt the 
animal was paying an old grudge. Charlie 
was the kindest elephant he ever owned. 
He had appeared at five Lord Mayors’ shows 
and many Drury Lane pantomimes. 
Mr. Sanger added: “* Elephants Go not for- 
get injuries or kindnesses. I remember sev- 
eral instances. On one occasion when I had 
been separated from an elephant two years 
the elephant, on seeing me, seized me round 
the waist with his trunk and would not let me 
go until it had hugged and caressed me for 
a long time.

Opening India Mints a Concession. 

‘Whether an international conference be 
peld with or without the consent of England, 
the reopening of the Indian mints would be 
considered by London financiers a great 
concession to all countries producing the 
metal. It may be the only concession which 
can be’obtained from England, except the 
coinage of 5,000,000 pounds of silver out- 
right and the increase of the silver reserve 
in the Bank of England, but it will do some- 
’ thing to stiffen the price of silver and to in- 
fluence European opinion in favor of inter- 
national action. 

What English moralists do not like to face 
is the reproach of leaving India under the 
pressure of financial stringency, with money 
commanding exorbitant rates and exchange 
very high, when millions of natives are con- 
fronted with the horrors of starvation and 
the black piague. The resumption of silver 
coinage would be a genuine relief measure at 
a critical period. Meanwhile the bank rate 
in England remains at 4 per cent, without 
any large outflow of gol in any direction. 
For the first time in the financial history of 
the country the rate has been doubled with- 
out bringing gold back into the bank. The 
outflow was checked several months ago, 
but, contrary to previous egperience, gold 
has not been attracted in a return move- 
ment. The explanation would seem to bea 
that England has ceased temporarily to be 
a creditor nation, @nd the balance of trade 
has not yet turned in her favor.

A representative of the Associated Press 
had a brief talk with Mr. Balfour, who at 
first was reluctant to say anything on the 
subject for publication on account of his 
official positiom®’ But he remarked: 

* You can be sure that this is from no lack 
of interest in the cause. However, you may 
say this much, I have had great pleasure tn 
meeting Senator Wolcott, and heartily con- 
cur in his ideas so far as I have heard them. 
I am certain his mission will be productive 
of good results to the cause of bimetallism 
in both countries.” 

Lord Rothschild was of the opinion. that 
whatever benefit bimetallism would derive 
from the Senator's mission would be on the 
continent rather than in England, adding: 

* It depends on whatever action the powers 
that be in France and Germany will take. 
Senator Wolcott will undoubtedly confer 
with Emperor William and M. Meline (the 
French Premier).”’ 

Lord Rothschild also said that he regarded 
Senator Wolcott as an able man, and added: 
“Of course we falluding to his firm] are 
strict monometallists.’’ His Lordship evinced 
great interest in the arbitration treaty.

The Indian Government appears hardly 
to have foreseen such a gigantic undertak- 
ing as that of relieving the necessities of 
over 80,000,000 of people, and its ready 
acquiescence to the proposition to appeal tu 
private charity indicates that it now recog- 
nizes the insufficiency of its arrangemenhts. 
The sympathy of Great Britain is now thor- 
cughly aroused and relief funds have beei: 
started in all the chief towns. The Mansion 
House fund is approaching £90,000 ($450,000), 
and it is hoped that the total of the fund 
will reach at least £700,000 ($3,500,000), which 
was the amount subscribed for the relief of - 
the sufferers of the last famine. 

The newspapers, however, urge that some 
more drastic measure be adopted, and one 
of the weekly papers suggests that Parlia- 
ment vote a big grant or lend India 
£10,000,000.

The Indian Government has. dispatched 
the Director-General of the medical Serv- 
ice to study the plague at Bombay, and two 
chief officials of the Egyptian sanitary staff 
have also gone there to arrange for meas- 
ures to minimize the chances of the spread of 
the plague to Mecca, which, if it occurred, 
probably would mean the !nvasién of Egypt. 
The Egyptian Government has decided that 
if the plague should appear in Arabia no 
Egyptian ptigrim will be allowed to return 
until the disease there shall have become 
extinct. Moreover, no pilgrim would, in that 
case, be allowed to leave Egypt unless he 
could prove that he had means of subsistence 
for a six months’ stay in Hedjaz, otherwise 
the land of pilgrimage. 

The Mecca pilgrimage Is now’ a.source of 
the greatest anxiety to European govern- 
ments, and it is urged on many sides that the 
piigrimage ought to be stopped. It appears 
that at the International Sanitary Council 
at Constantinople the Austrian delegation 
proposed that the pilgrimage from India 
should be prohibited, but the Turkish dele- 
gate opposed this on the ground that he 
would trench on an essential part of the 
Mohammedan faith. 

The Daily News publishes a long article ad- 

vocating prohibition of the pilgrimage, and 
suggests that the European Ministers at 
Teheran and St. Petersburg induce the Shah 
and Czar to proclaim the closing of the chan- 
neis of pilgrimage, while the Turkish author- 
ities close the Port of Jeddah. Great Britain, 
under treaty arrangements, can prohibit 
Afghan: pilgrims from traversing India, and 
can also stop the efflux.from Beloochistan. 
The Austrian Governmént has decided to 
prevent, so far as possible, the pilgrimage 
from Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
The British Medical Journal mentions a 
report that six plague cases have reached 
Marseilles, but adds that fit believes the dis- 
ease will not spread, as the town is in good 
sanitary condition. 


BRITISH TROOPS LEAVE FOR AFRICA. 


Formidable Detachment, Well Armed, 
Will March on Benin 
City. 


London, Jan. 16.—The British Government 
has not lost any time in making arrange- 
ments to avenge Consul Phillips and his 
party, massacred by the inhabitants of Benin 
City, West Coast of Africa. About fifteen 
officerg and officials sailed from Liverpool 
today for the Guinea coast and war stores 
will follow next week. The British war vessels 
on that station will furnish a landing party 
of 500 blue jackets, who, with 300 Haussa 
troops, will form an expedition which will 
ascend the river in launches to Sapeli. 
Thence this force will march about twenty- 
five miles to Benin City, whose most formid- 
able defense is a rampart of malarial 
swamps, The expedition is provided with 
machine guns and war rockets, which are in- 
tended to wipe out the King of Benin, It 
is expected that the operations will be -fin- 
ished by the end of February, before the 
rainy season commences, The march to 
Sapeli is expected to be a ticklish piece of 
work. There is merely a jungie path opened, 
and ambuscades may be expected. 


GREAT INTEREST IN [MMIGRATION BILL 


Belief in Rome That the United States 
Measure Is Specially Directed 
Against Italy. 


London, Jan. 16.—Rome advices indicate 
that there is great interest in Italy over the 
United States Senate’s immigration bill, It 
is reakized that if passed it will be a great 
blow to Italian emigration, and some of 
the newspapers assert that it seems to be 
specially directed against Italy, which will . 
be the heaviest sufferer by having the high- 
est percentage of totally uneducated emi- 
grants. They point out that Italy generally 
will suffer as it is the habit of Italian emi- 
grants to send home most of their wages, 
while about half of them.return and invest 
their savings in the peninsula.

His Certificate That Eugene Mackicr 
Killed 104 of the Pests and Is En- 
titled to $2.08 Bounty Is Ignored by 
the County Officials—Say the Law 
Is Repeanied—Ingquiry at Springfield 
Shows the Statute Still in Force— 
Appeal te Judge Carter. 


City Clerk Bogart of Evanston says he is 
going to go before Judge Carter and ask for 
& mandamus to compel the county to pay 
the bounty on dead sparrows provided for 
in the law passed by the Legislature in 1891. 

The County Clerk, County Controller, and 
variuos other county officials have refused 
to recognize the certificates made by Clerk 
Bogart, that certain persons have killed a 
certain number of the English pests and are 
entitled to the bounty of two cents a head, 
which the law provides the county shall pay. 

Until this winter Clerk Bogart never has 
been called upon to certify that any spar- 
rows were properly and lawfully killed with- 
in the Hmits of Evanston. The reason for 
this is supposed to be that there is a city 
ordinance imposing a fine on any person who 
kills birds within the city limits, and even 
the boy sparrow hunters have been unwill- 
ing to risk the chances of a fine for the sake 
of the bounty. The law stipulates that the 
bounty shall be paid during the month of 
December, January, and February only. 

EKugene Mackler is an expert marksman, 
and last week he obtained special permis- 
sion from Mayor Dyche to kill sparrows in 
the territory called ‘‘the prairie,”’ lying 
west of Evanston, but within the city Hmits. 
Permission was granted on condition that 
the marksman‘do his shooting away from 
the houses. Armed with a shotgun that 


up with bird shot, in one hour’s shooting 
Mackler bagged 104 sparrows. 

The law requires the City Clerk to count 
the heads of the sparrows brought to him 
and: issue a certificate therefor. This Mr. 
Bogart did, and gave Marksman Mackler 
a written warrant, on which he has been 
trying ever since to collect from the county 
$2.08. 

The county officials one and all treated 
Mr. Mackler and Mr. Bogart's certificate 
with contumely. They laughed at the idea 
of paying any sparrow bounty, and asserted 
that the law had been repealed. This ex- 
cited the ire of the Evanston official, and 
he wrote to Springfield, and yesterday re-

Armed with this, he proposes through Judge 
Carter to move on the obdurate and un- 
believing county officials tomorrow and 
compel them to pay for the sparrows.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 16.—{Special.J— 
of the State Department refuse to 
make public any details concerning the 
geries of events which has culminated in 
sending the gunboat Machias to the assist- 
ance of Minister Barrett at Bangkok, Siam. 
Three weeks ago advices were received that 
Vice-Conseul B®. T. Kellett had been attacked 
by the Siamese, but no intimation was given 
that the assault hed been of a serious char- 
acter. This was followed by the request for 
@ vessel, 

It is not believed here that the people of 
Siam have intended any insult to this coun- 
try, but that personal resentment has been 
created against Mr. Kellett, who receives no 
Salary for his services as Vice-Consul. He 
is supposed to have followed the custom 
generally practiced by such officials and en- 
gaged in various commercial enterprises. 
It is also considered probable that he is in- 
terested as an attorney, or otherwise, in the 
#ettiement of the Cheek estates, which has 
been the subject of much dipiomatic corre- 
spondence between the two governments. 

Several years ago Cheek secured a conces- 
gion from the Siam Government, which sub- 
gsequentiy became enormously valuable. 
‘Upon ‘his death a controversy arose which 
involved the continuance of the concession 
_ and placed in legal jeopardy many millions 
of doliars. The property in question was re- 
garded as second in value only to the estates 
of the King and included among other be- 
Jongings some sixty elephants. In settling 
up the estate it was proposed to sell some of 
‘these elephants, to be transported from the 
‘country. This was contrary to the laws of 


Siam and the trouble is said to have origi- ° 


nated in this way. 

The preserice of the Machias is desired to 
strengthen Minister Barrett in whatever 
f diplomatic demands he may make for a set- 
-thement of the long-standing claims of the 

United States against Siam, and also/for the 
ratification of any wrong done Mr. Kellett. 

The concession granted Cheek was partic- 
@larly valuable for the commercial woods 
_ derived therefrom. The elephants were used 
“in drawing‘this timber to the sea for trans- 

rtation abroad. In addition, gums, barks, 

boos, and other articles of trade were 
Obtained. 
. The Machias has sailed already from Can- 
ton, China, for Bangkok. It will stop on the 
way at Hongkong long enough to take ona 
Supply of coal. : 
*It is not believed that any confilct 
will arise over this affair, but it is 
deemed best to have a warship at Bangkok, 
according to the suggestion of Minister Bar- 
Tett, to afford him moral support, and re- 
mind the Siamese that there is such a coun- 
try as the United States, inasm@¢h as they 
have not seen our flag on a man-of-war for 
the last five years. 

The distance from Canton to Bangkok is 
1,500 miles, and as the Machias must stop at 
Mongkong for a day or two it probably will 
take a week for the trip.

Mrs. McNaughton took with her a 
piano which she had brought from Scotland 
and which she always insisted was the first 
in Chicago. 

The McNaughtons preémpted land on Flag 
Creek, where they lived:a number of years 
and where Mr. McNaughton died, leaving 
one daughter. 

Mrs. McNaughton finally married Alex- 
ander Brown, a widower living on the North 
Branch, near what is now the Village of 
Niles. He died two years later, and Mrs. 
Brown continued to reside there till her 
death, managing the 200-acre farm herself.

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| AILWAY MEN INSPECT CHICAGO'S 
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BIG TRANSFER SYSTEM. 


Swing Around the Arc from Whit- 
ing to La Grange and Make a Run to 
the Stock-Yards — Big Transfer 
Plant at Stickney in Contemplation 
—Extension to Franklin Park— 
Credit to President J. M. Lyman. 


The new belt line around Chicago, known 
as the Chicago, Hammondand Western rail- 
road and Stock-Yards terminal line, was 
dedicat®d formally yesterday, although it 
has been in operation for several months 
past, by an official trip of inspection made 
by the officials of the company and 15u 
guests, including representatives [rom every 
railroad centering in Chicago, and a number 
of large shippers. : 

The train pulled out of the Michigan Cen- 
tral station at lUe. m. At Hammond it was 
switched to the tracks of the new road. A 
thorough inspection of the line was made 
from Whiting and East Chicago to La 
Grange,. and also of the terminal line to 
fhe Stock-Yards. | 

his road primarily was constructed to 
facilitate the interchange of traffic between 
the various Eastern and Western roads cen- 
tering in this city. It intersects and con- 
mects with all the Eastern and Western 
roads, except the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
and the Northwestern. An exteusion, how- 
ever, is contemplated from La Grange, tne 
present terminus, to a connection with those 
roads at Franklin Park and Despiaines. 

ning at Whiting, Ind., on the shore 
of Lake Michigan, the new road streiches a 
long arm around the city, affording better 
facilities for transfer to and from,the diiffer- 
ent railroads centering in Chicago than 
heretofore have been obtained. 

The present length of the road is within 
@ fraction of fifty-four miles, and extends 
from Whiting and South Chicago through 
Hammond, DVaiton, Blue Island, Chappel, 
and McCook, to La Grange, on the Chicago, 
®Wurlington and Quincy. 

At Chappel a stem leaves the main Tine 
and proceeds through the much-talked of 
Stickney tract direct to the Union Stock- 
Vards. This branch, which is known as the 
Terminal company branch, was built by the 
Michigan Central, and under a traffic agree- 
ment with the Hammond and Western, is 
operateii by that road. It is part of the 
scheme of the projectors of this line to trans- 
form the Stickney tract in the near future 
into immense railroad transfer yeards, with 
extensions, warehouses, and other facilities 
for handling and’transferring the business 
of the various roads. 

The construction of the road from Whiting 


#0 Blue Island was begun in 1895, and was

completed last spring. From Blue Island to 
La Grange the tracks of the old Calumet 
Terminal are being used under a Iong-time 

. The extension from La Grange, north 
and east, will run over the right of way of 
the old Calumet Terminal.

SHIPPERS SURPRISED BY THE CORN CUT

An interesting insurance case has been decided 
at Toronto by Judge Morgan. Robert Darling, a 
wholesale woolen dealer, was burned out in 
January, 1895. The policies with the outside 
fire companies contained a clause insuring goods 
in the warehouse sold, but not delivered. The 
companies agreed to pay the market value of the 
goods, but the owner insisted on the payment of 
the profits he would have received in case the 
goods had been delivered. The Judge to whom 
the interested parties agreed to refer the case 
held that if the policies forced the companies to 
pay the profit on the goods it virtually made the 
companies guarantee the payment by the in- 
surer’s customers for goods sold them or to guar- 
antee against loss by bad debts. The decision 
was given in favor of the companies.

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 16.—[8Special.]—-The Balti- 
more Association of Fire Underwriters will hold 
a special meeting next Thursday to. consider 
charges of rate cutting by several companies not 
members of that body. The companies against 
which complaint is made are said to be the Cer- 
mania Fire company of New York, the North- 
western National Insurance company of Mil- 
waukee, and the Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
Fire Insurance company. The latter was for- 
merly known as the Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
Lioyds, and has never. been a member of the as- 
sociation. Neither has the Germania. The North- 
western resigned from the agsociation in 184, 

Charges of rate cutting have been made for 
some time, Members of the association say they 
have uniformly maintained the schedule of rutes. 
They maintain a thorough system of inspection, 
which costs the aesociation about $0,000'a year, 
and are careful to properly classify ali risks taken. 
They assert that the companies accused of rate 
cutting reap to no small extent the benefits of 
this system of inspection without assisting in 
maintaining it. John F. Harris, manager of the 
Northwestern National Insurance company, said: 

“ We were fornmierly in the association, but with- 
drew in 1804. I don’t see how we can be charge” 
with cutting rates. We have our own schedule, 
without reference to those of any other com- 
panies, and our business is written strictly in ac- 
cordance with our schedule."’ 
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Large Exports from Galveston. 

The records show. that during the year 
Galveston exported 1,011,561 bales of cotton,

bushels of corn. Galveston's foreign exports 
for the last four ths-of 1896 amounted 
Ws. Oe hundred and woven 
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bigger bears got out’ of the way when the 
Senate’s Cuban war game failed to scare 
anybody. The lesser lights have been run- 
ning this week for a variety of reasons. The 
market, however, still has the look of being 
oversold. To account for this is easier if 
one be cynic enough to suspect that therd 
is a body of brokers in Wall street short of 
customers’ stocks. It may be impolite to 
give credit to such a notion, yet probably 
it does not seriously libel anybody. 

Business returns are not satisfactory, 
neither are they encouraging. So far as 
they represent past conditions they are no 
longer effective as Wall street scarecrows. 
Wall street, as usual, chooses to anticipate 
rather than look’ backward. Profits in no 
stock market were ever made on what use 
to be. What is now and what is ahead are 
the tests to win on. And prospects are 
bright. 

Certainly no better authority on this could 
be had than Vice-President Frank Bond of 
the St. Paul road, who, in an interview to 


be published here tomorrow, says: 

* There are ample grounds for hope. It is 
not necessary to go over the many influences 
which must soon develop a widespread bet- 
terment in all lines of business. Predictions 
are idle and useless. Every man understands 
the factors in the situation—the scarcity of 
stocks of merchandise, the rock-bottom posi- 
tion of trade, and the removal of those bar- 
riers which have heretofore been so powerful 
in holding back improvement. I feel confi- 
dent that we shall see a greatly changed con- 
dition of affairs by spring at the furthest. It 
will not surprise me if the betterment shows 
itself within the next week ortwo. The bad 
weather in the West has kept things back 
for the last two weeks. Otherwise, I think 
we should have already seen evidences of 
improvement. 

* But while I belleve we are going to have 
better business within a very short time, yet 
I do not think the improvement will assume 
any great proportions until after the new 
administration is installed and the new Con- 
gress gives some indication of its future 
course. It is only reasonable to expect that 
the business community will be somewhat 
hesitant until it knows something of the new 
law-making body, particularly when it is 
understood that the coming Congress will 
have several important problems te solve. 
It is not a question of the manner in which 
these matters are setttled; it is their settle- 
ment that is needed. While there is no cer- 
tainty about legislation, no solid foundation 
on which to base business operations, the im- 
provement will be limited. But once settle 
these agitations and let people know where 
they stand and there will be no hesitation 
to keep back the progress of trade. 

‘I feel very hopeful both for business and 
railway revenues. Until March is well un- 
der way the betterment-in trade will neces- 
sarily be slow. After that, and after Con- 
gress gives some proof of its desire to af- 
ford the country relief, we will see sub- 
stantial and well-earned improvement 
throughput the whole industrial field.” 

Europe is buying American stocks. This 
has been quietly going on for some time. 
Now the most important international bank- 
ing-house acknowledges ft. But in such 
quarters it is insisted that nothing like old- 
fashioned activity and strength are looked 
for until the Cleveland administration is out 
of office, 

Money piles up in the banks, loans do not 
extend. Borrowers are shy. This looke like 
business apathy. But there are indications 
to be trusted that a change will soon come 
in this particular. If the business interests 
of the country become well assured that sta- 
ble tariff schedules are sure we will see a 
speedy quickenning in every commercial 
and industrial department. It is only the 
qpractice of common sense to wait until 
something sure and fixed isin sight. Thus 
while we may have stock market develop- 
mri node. oe — hardly likely to see much 
of an extension in general 
after the 4th of March. nem wate

FEAR FOR DREYER’S LIFE | 


RELAPSE FOLLOWS A CONFERENCE 
‘HELD ON MONDAY LAST. 


Banker Meets Bondsmen and Stock-~- 
‘holders at “the Office of His Legal 
Adviser—Action of the Grand Jury 
Is Awaited with Interest — Police 
Guard at the Unfortunate Man’s 
Residence—Creditors Will Be Given 
a list of Depositors. 


E. 8. Dreyer has suffered a relapse and is 
again confined to his house. Those who are 
best informed as to his condition are fearful 
that he may never leave his home again 
alive. ° 

His condition had improved so that last 
Monday morning he was able*to come down- 
town. He went to the offices of Moran, 
Kraus & Mayer, where he remained closeted 
until late at night with his legal adviser, 
Levy Mayer, stockholders of the bank, and 
bondsmen. 

What passed behind the closed doors that 
day has not been divulged, but that it was a 
trying ordeal to Mr. Dreyer there is no doubt. 
A relapse set in, and today his condition is 
far more serious than at any time since the 
Dreyer failure. 


Grand Jury’s Coming Meeting. 

The grand jury meets this week, and their- 
dications are that the matter of the West 
Park Board will come up. 

Attorney Noonan is reticent as to the 
action the board will take. There are 
rumors of second and third mortgages hav- 
ing been disposed of. 

Hempstead Washburne and Philip Hen- 
rici, two of Mr. Dreyer’s bondsmen, called 
at his home in Diversey street on Sunday, 
and it is said that the visit resulted in the 
Monday conferences 

Four policemen are still detailed from the 
Sheffield Avenue Station to guard Mr. 
Dréyer’s house. Day and night every vis- 
itor is accosted and the nature of his b@sinese 
ascertained before he can pass. 

Across from the house, just inside the 
park, is a little sentry box, with a stove 
in it, where the policemen make their head- 
quarters. It is comfortable and the duties 
are not severe, but the policemen do not like 
the detail. They are continually confronted 
with the fact that the Policemen’s Bene- 
volent Association had over $10,000 tied up 
in the bank of E. S. Dreyer & Co.” 

E. 8. Dreyer had always stood as a friend 
of the police. He was on friendly terms with 
many of the heads of the department and, 
through these friendships he acquired the 
account. He had from time to time been 
a bondsman of the financial officers of the 
association and is now on the bond of Will- 
lam Dollard, the present Treasurer. 

Throughout the Police Department there 
seems to be a kindly feeling toward Treasurer 
Dellard, and no reflection is cast upon him 
from the fact that the funds of the associa- 
tion are tied up. There are other bondsmen 
who will, if necessary, it is said, make good 
any loss. 


Creditors to Get Deposit List. 

Creditors of E. S. Dreyer & Co. won a vic- 
tory in Judge Freeman’s court yesterday 
when the receiver of the bank was ordered 
to turn over to the Creditors’ Association a 
list of the depositors. 

The association was organized several 
weeks ago, and since then they have held two 
meetings. At the last meeting a committee 
was appointed to see the receiver of the 
bank, Mr. Dudley of the Security Title and 
Trust company, and endeavor to obtain from 
him a list of the depositors. Yesterday Judge 
Freeman was asked to decide the matter, 
and he issued an order to the receiver that 
he should furnish the list. 

An intervening petition was filed yesterday 
in the Dreyer bank litégation by Elsie Seeg- 
litz, who asks to obtain a transfer of certain 
property in the hands of the receiver. She 
says she bought a note from the bankers in 
May, 1892, for $2,500, secured by a trust deed 
on property of Frederick Gottschalk. The 
note was payable to Adolph Nissen in three 
years. In February, 1894, the petitioner says, 
the interest became in arrears upon the se- 
curity, and the bankers advised foreclosure, 
which was made by them. Nissen, it is 
shown, obtained the certificate of sale and 
delivered it to Robert Berger. Since then it 
has passed into the possession of the receiver 
of E. S. Dreyer & Co.

ELOPES WITH ANOTHER MAN'S WIFE. 
Sheriff W. A. Fairbanks of Floyd Coun- 


ty, Ia., Resigns His Office, Disguises 
ajmeeclt, and Them Disappears.

Charles City, Ta, Jan. 16.—[{Special.}—W. 
A. Fairbanks, who for the last three years 
has been Sheriff of Floyd County, has dis- 
appeared, leaving a wife.and two sons, and 
with. him has also gone Mrs. Augusta Fer- 
tig, wife of George Fertig, and, as the latter 
alleges, $1,300 in money which was in the 
bank in his wife’s name has likewise dis- 
eg The elopement took place las: 
week. ) 

Mrs. Féytig left on Thursday afternoon, 
purchasing a ticket to Madison, Wis., where 
she claimed she was going to visit friends. 

Later on the same day Sheriff Fairbanks 
had his mustache shaved off, and donning 
a heavy set of false whiskers left on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul train for 
Dubuque. On Saturday W. H, Fairbanks, 
son of the departed officer, received a let- 
ter from his father which was mailed on 
the train. Inclosed in the letter was a 
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power of attorney made out to his son, with 
the request that he attend to all unsettled 
business. 

The combination to the safe in which 
the Sheriff kept his official documents and 
records was also inclosed, but there was 
no intimation of the destination of the Sher- 
iff or any suggestion of the date of ‘his prob- 
able return, The receipt of this letter con- 
vinced the son something was wrong and 
the safe was opened at once, All the books 
and papers were found to be-in go6dd con- 
dition, and among the papers was found 
ples paca resignation of the office of Sher- 
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As soon-as Mr. Fertig found that Fair- 
banks had disappeared and that his wife 
had drawn the money from the bank before 
leaving, he started in pursuit. Reaching 
Dubuque he found his wife had come to 
that city on Friday afternoon and stopped at 
a hotel. At 3 a. m. on Saturday Fairbanks, 
disguised with heavy false whiskers, ar- 
rived. He went to the hotel and asked for 
Mrs. Fertig. She was awaiting him, and 
soon afterwards the two took a hack for 
Kast Dubuque, where they, a short time 
later, took passage on a train for the East. 
From that time to the present nothing has 
been heard of the fleeing couple. Mr. Fer- 
tig returned to Charles City and has of- 
fered a reward of $500 for the recovery of 
his runaway spouse. In the meantime 
Floyd County is without a Sheriff. ‘W. H. 
Fairbanks is settling up his father’s busi- 
ness and the BRoard of Supervisors will put 
anew man in the Shertff’s office. 

W. A. Fairbanks is about 50 years of age. 
Hie left behind him a -~wife and two sons. 
one.a married man and the other a boy of 
15. They all stand well in the community. 
George Fertig was known by reputation 
pretty much all over Northern Iowa on 
account of the vigorous fight he made 
against the prohibitory law. He frequent- 
ly appeared as a defendant in suits brought 
for violation of the liquor laws, and last year 
he served a jail sentence for that cause. 
The Sheriff at that time had occasion to 
pay frequent visits to the Fertig residence, 
and it is surmised that he then became in- 
fatuated with Mrs. Fertte. Since his de- 
parture with her it is recalled that at other 
times he has made trips when she was away 
from town and it is surmised he may have 
been in her company before. Be that as it 
may, he clearly made ready for a perma- 
nent departure at thte time, and people 
here have little hope of his return. 

Mrs. Fertig leaves a husband, two sons, 
and a married daughter.

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HOW REFUSE TOBACCO: FINDS ITS WAY BACK TO THE MARKET. 
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left of many hundreds of “‘ two-fers,”’ “ ten- 
straights,” and ‘** four-for-a-half.” 

lf the thought of the fact that the tobacco 
which one was smoking had been smoked in 
part Lefore. and might contain a burden of 
transmittable disease were not enough to 
keep some confinmed smoker from enjoy- 
ing his weed, the sight of that basement, 
the storage-house of the stuff while it await- 
ed the final purchaser, might of itself turn 
the scale and cause one to turn disgusted 
from his smoke. There wasone room which 
served the purpose of kitchen, dining-room, 
wash-room, parlor, and bed-room. It was 
dark, unsavory, damp, and dismal. A man 
worked away mending a patched and re- 
patched shoe; children sprawled upon the 
floor and the mother was dividing her at- 
tention between the swarm of children and 
a simmering something on the stove. The 
cigar ends had disappeared, and as much of 
a search as it was felt it was justifiable to 
make failed to reveal the place somewhere 
in the rear of the dwelling where they had 
been taken upon the entrance of the visitors. 
The head of the familly was in demee ignor- 
ance of the subject of cigar; ends; he 
shrugged his shoulders and said he knew 
nothing about them; this in spite pf the fact 
that the baskets containing them+evidently 
& recent purchase—had been plainly seen. 

Another place where the refus¢ is stored 
and in large quantities was alsa found on 
Pacific avenue In a basement just beyond 
Polk street.. There they are purchased in 
great bulk and there full information was 
obtained as to what was done with the to- 
bacco to prepare it for second use. Before 
this place was found it was necessary to 
press into service another small boy. He 
said his father and mother were Italians, 
but that he was American-born. There 
was not a trace of accent in his voice and 
his language was that of a typical American 


street arab. , 


Children in the Business. 

“TI picked snipes,”’ h® said, ‘fer a year, 
but dey. was no money Jn it; I ain’t in de 
trade no more—papers is better.”” Then he 
went on to tell how fully one-half the boys 
and girls of his acquaintance picked up 
“ snipes " during the early hours of the day 
ant sold them to the Italian middlemen 


and middlewomen, who in turn disposed of 
them to the people who do the “ treating” 
to make the tobacco marketable. After the 
refuse is sold to the first purchaser it Is 
turned over to men who are in touch with a 
factory in Ewing street. The exact location 
of this place is as yet unknown to the Health 
Inspectors, so closely is the secret guarded, 
for it is at the factory end of this business 
that the principal! violation of the law takes 
place, though the middlemen daily violate 
the laws of the Board of Health by disposing 
of the stuff, which from a sanitary point of 
view is unfit for use. 

When these middlemen buy the tobacco 
they take it to the rooms where they live. 
A great piece of cloth is stretched from the 
posts of one bed to the posts of another, 
if there be a eecond one in the room, as there 
goneraily is, or, in the absence of another, 
te a table or chair. Upon this cloth the to- 
bacco is thrown and spread out so that it 
will dry; the heat of the room speedily ac- 
complishes this end, and then some effort 
is made to get the Dulk of the mud or dirt 
free from the tobacco. The fragments are 
worked with the hands, rolled, and tossed 
about a little, and are then picked off and 
placed upon another sheet of cloth or in 
baskets until the dirt which has fallen from 
them in the course of the manipulation 
may be brushed from the cloth on which they 
first rested. .The crusade against the “ spit- 
ting-in-public-places " habit, undertaken by 
the Department of Health, is based upon the 
authenticated belief that the dried particles 
of saliva get into the atmosphere and are 
likely to transmit disease to the n who 
breathes them in. Now ff this the care 
in *the open air, where there is so much 
chance for the dried material to become, 
diffused, it will be seen at once that the

nfiddlemen of the cigar stump tradeinto two 
classes; they have learned by experience to 
tell which are the better cigars and which 
are the poorer, even though there be only a 
bare fragment of the weed left. This better 
class of ends, if in a mass of refuse one 
class may be better than another, is put to 
one side to be sold to the factorgin Ewing 
street, where the tobacco is used as a filling 
for cigars which are boxed and sold to the 
trade.* The inferior class is broken up and 
sold in bulk In different places for smoking 
tobacco. This stuff does not bring more 
than six or seven cents a pound, but there Is 
margin enough’ of profit to énable a class of 
men to live as well as any of them seem to 
care to liva An Italian resident of the Ew- 
ing street district told Sanitary Inspector 
Becker that there was a large sale of this 
tobacco among the Italians, most of whom 
could not afford to buy. the higher-priced 
material. 

Cigar dealers, to whose interest it is to 
have this inferior and injurious stuff driven 


space between Pacific avenue and, Clark 
street, just south of Harrison street. There 
was a constant procession of boys and girs, 
men and women, carrying baskets full of 
refuse tobacco to the doorof the room wher: 
these men labored. Their neighbors of the 
rooms adjoining said the mén were tnere 
for some time and did a thriving business. 

“They wanted larger quarters,” said a 
Jewish woman, who lived across the hall 
from the vacant room, “ and they moved to 
the West Side.”’ , 

Extent of the Trade. 


Some idea of the magnitude which this 
trade in disease-laden tobucco has reached 
may be known when it is said-that-@ man 
was found in a Clark street saloon; alittle 
way beyond St. Peter’s Churvh, who agreed 
to buy 700 peunds of cigar ends from a per- 
eon who was supposed to'have that amount 
and to be willing to dispose of.it at‘a low 
figure. When this man-was asked what he 
proposed to do.-with the. stuff he went into 
his shell much like the proverbial clam and 


| tobacco to acid baths, involving an expense 
which would: not make the trade worth the 
cost.. Of course the greatest danger lies in 
| the using of the filth-laden tobacco as fillers 
for cigars and for the manufacture of snuff, 
because in these -cases the material] itself 
comes in direct, contact with the lips and 
nostrils.

Many of the people who live in the levee 
district send their children out to pick up 
‘the cigar ends in order that the means for 
their own smoking -may be provided, and it 
is nothing more than the truth to say that 
they apparently enjoy this second-hand in- 
‘halation -through -the medium of a black 
pipe’ as much-as does the man who gets the 
‘aroma at first hand through its wrapping of 
-a fine leaf Havana..

Drinks That Exhilarate.

SOME UP-TO-DATE BILLS OF FARE, 


VEN in the face of this dispiriting 
sort of weather, which is utterly 
lacking in the regulation wintry, 
snap, the shopping girl does not feel 

the exhaustion which used to be attendant 
upon her daily rounds of the stores. That 
is, as a rule she feels no fatigue until next 
morning. Then shets tired, “awful liy tired,” 
as she would put it, and she may wonder a. 
bit why her head feels awry and why 
breakfast is not an utterly indispensable | 
mecessity. 

There are reasons—mixed reasone—for this 
state ofaffairs. For some time past all sorte 
of stores, from confectionery establishments 
to apothecary shops, have been steadily en- 
larging the soda fountain end of their in- 
dustry. Just at the noon hour, when the 
shopping girl is feeling the effects of the 
crushing she received at the bargain counter 
and is desirous of getting a bite to eat for 
recuperative purposes, she is more. than 
likely nowedays to turn her steps toward 
the candy store or the drug store,rather than 
in the direction of the restaurant, where 
once she appeased her appetite. At the 
eoda fountains they first began by putting 
in hot chocolate, hot coffee, cl broth, and 
bouillon.. The girls found. in restau- . 
rants they were forced, on account of the ws 
noon crush, to wait a considerable time for 
the food they had. ordered; service was 
quicker at the soda fountain, and with a 
wafer and cup of hot chocolate the shoppers 
tided themselves over the noon interval. | 

‘Gradually the drinks obtainable at some - 
of these fountains were extended im variety 
and vastly increased’in strength. The hot 
chocolate and the bouillon are still there, 
but they are much less frequently called for 
than before the advent into the place back 
of the fountain counter of “ sherry flip,” 
“claret sangaree,” “ egg punch,” and other 
drinks of the kind, Some of the eity candy 
stores patronized almost exclusively by 
shopping girls have lists of drinks on their 
walls varied enough and strong enough to 
answer the purpose of a mixed drink bill-of- 
fare for any saloon in town. It is small 
wonder thet the luncheon counters afe to 
some extent neglected, while without wait- . 
ing but a moment the shopper may get a. 
fledged cee mang |

by law without the necessary license for the 
dispensing of intoxicating liquors, but they | 
are sold just the same and nine-tenths of the

DIVES FROM A FAST MOVING TRAIN. 


Thrilling Feat of an English Athlete 
Which Outdoes Steve Brodie’s 
Leap from Brooklyn Bridge. 


_A greater than Steve Brodie, of bridge 
jumping fame, has arisen in the person of 
“Tommy”. Burns, a diver, of Liverpool, 
Eng., who has just put a startlingly new 
twist on the rather overdone business of 
jumping into rivers from dizzy heights. 
Burns been treating as many of the 
British public as happened io be on hand 
when he performed his feats to a dive from 
the top of a swiftly moving train over the 
Parapet of a bridge and into a river the 
waters of which were a blood curdiling depth 
below. Burne madé several attempts to per- 
form the feat, but was prevented by the 
railroad officials. He succeeded at last, 
however, in hiding himself on the bumpers 
ofa passenger train as it was pullitix out of 
‘Charing Cross Station to cross the railroad 

over the Thames en route for Dover. 

A few fritnds been notified to be on 
hand, and these gathered on the narrow foot- 
path for estrians that runs by the side 
of the rail d track. When the train had 
almost reached the center of the bridge 
Burns climbed quickly from his hiding place 
in the rear of the carriage, mounted the roof, 
and, throwing off a long overcoat that he 
wore, stood up dressed in a close fitting 
gymnasium suit. 

At the spot sélected by the diver for his 
daring feat there is between the trains and 
the parapet of the bridge a footpath about 
three feet wide. Standing up, Burnssteadied 
himself on the moving train, and then 
plunged headlong over the rail. He cleared 
the parapet by so narrow a margin that the 
spectators shivered, and struck the water 
head down, making a very clean and grace- 
ful dive. He was pulled aboard a boat that 
was in waiting and taken ashore, showing 
no ill effects from his daring feat. 

The success of this first attempt convinced 
Burns that the royal road to wéalth was by 
way of the moving train bridge jump,.and 
he speedily made arrangements to repeat the 
dive, in consideration of a purse gotten ub 
by a select few who, in return for their coin, 
wére to be present at the performance. 

This time Burns chose the Chelsea-Rat- 
tersea bridge as the scent of his exploit. 
This bridge is not as difficult to jump from 
as the Charing Cross bridge, for the reason

HEN the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety of England convenes in an- 
nual session at London next month 
the great golden medal of honor, a 
prise eagerly sought by astronomers in all 
parts of (he world, will be formally award- 
ed to Prof. Edward Emerson Barnard of 
Chicago. This is.a rare distinction and is 
only bestowed at intervals to mark some 
unusually important event. Years may go 
by without an astronomical Occurrence or 


development of sufficient magnitude to war- 


rant the society in thus affixing the seai of 


conclusion. that a epecifiac event should be 

honored with its formal approval in the 

gtanting of this much-sought medal. 

~' gras Other Valuable Trophies. 
Prof. Barnard has the distinction of being 


1-the only nfan inthe United States who pos- 


gesses the Arago — - by the 
Academy of Sciences 
France for excellence in scientific work. 
This was given'to him in se to mark his 
discovery and accurate computations of the 
exact position of the fifth satellite of Jupiter. 
This decoration is one of the rarest in the 
world. It'is of unusual size, containing over 
sixteen ounces of pure gold. On the ob- 
verse side it ‘bears a fine head of Francois 
Arago, with the dates 1726-1853. On the re- 
verse is the inscription, inclosed in a circlet 
of laurel leaves, ‘‘ Institute de France, Acad- 
emie des Sciences, Medaille Arago. FE. B. 
Barnard, 18938. Laudes damus posteri glor- 
iam.’ In addition to this and the Royzai As- 
tronomical Society medal, Prof. Barnard 
owns the scarce Lalande medal, which was 
also awarded to him.by the French Institute 
in 1892. It is smaller in size and of.less in- 
trinsic value than the Arago medal, the 
latter Delng probably the largest decoration 
of the kinddn the world, but it-is just ds 
much prized and sought for by astronomers. 
The Lalande medal bears on one side a head 
and bust of the Goddess of Liberty, with the 
words “ Institute de France.” On the other 
is the lettering: ‘‘ Academie des Sciences, 
Prix Lalande, Astronomie,. Edward Emer- 
son Barnard, 1892."’. 

These, with the similar trophies won by 
Prof.:-Burnham, make the Chicago collection 
one of the most notable in the country. It

its indorsement, but when occasion offers it 
acts promptly and impartially. No star- 
gazer or planet-hunter, humble and obscure 
though he may be, can accomplish much in 
the line of discovery or research without at- 
tracting the attention of the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society. It has members and corre- 
spondents and watchers in all quarters of the 
globe, and every event of interest and worth 
is duly chronicled. When the time comes to 
make piiblic acknowledgment of some spe- 
cial adyancement in the science of astronomy 
or valuablé addition to the store of general 
inform@tion. concerning .the planetary sys- 
tem, distance and race offer no bar to prompt 
action by the society. Its treasured medal, 
more prized by the reciptent, if possible, than 
the Legion of Henor cross by a Napoteon 
veteran; is sent with equal freedom and 
good will to Russia and Africa, to the United 
States and to South America. Of one thing 
the public may be sure—the man who'gets 
the medal is an astronomer of merit. 


How the Medal Is Awarded. 

The‘method of awarding the medal is pe- 
cullarand interesting. Within the sociéty is 
a body called the ‘ councth,”’ which in some 
respects is similar to what in America would 
be termed a board of directors. This council 
meets occasionally and.goes over in detail 
the developments in the astronomical field. 
If nothing unusual has occurred no action is 
taken. If, on the contrary, there has been 
some interesting advancement the council 
makes formal note of it and recommends 
that the medal of the society be presented to 
the deserving person. In the present in- 
stance the council has named Prof. Barnard, 
and “it is this selection which will be ratified 
at the annual meeting in February. Prof. 
Barnard has been notified of the honor in 
store for him and will also in a few days re- 
ceive an invitation to be in attendance at the 


is safe to say there ite no other city in Amer- 
ica in which live two men who have been so 
similarly and frequently honored. What 
makés this feature the more interesting is 
the fact that between Prof. Burnham and 
Prof. Barnard exists the strongest kind of 
companionship and camaraderie. They toil 
together over astronomical problems and ald 
one another in their work, each quick to see 
and criticise the failures of his friend, and 
each equally quick and ready to sound his 
praises when success is attained. 
Struggles of Prof. Bargard. 

And what manner of man is this Edward 
Emerson Barnard who has been thus dis- 
tinguished*by the*’attentions of the savants 
of the Old World? In the case of Prof. 
Burnham marks of appreciation, and dis- 
tinction came after the labor of years, for 
he is a man Of mature age and has delved 
long and patiently in the flelds.of planetary 
science. Prof.‘ Barnard, on the contrary, 
is yet a stripling so far as age counts, for he 
is onky 39 years olh And yet young as heis 
he has won more honors than usually fall 
to the lot of gray-haired men. Born .at 
Nashville, Tenn., in 1857, his early life, as 
eloquently described by his co-laborer, was 
one of struggle and privation. Fatherless 
and destitute at the close of the war he be- 
gan, at the age of 9, to work in a photo- 
graph gallery in Nashville. Among his early 
reading was a copy of Dr. Thomas Dick's 
‘Practical Astronomer.’ This fired his 
youthful ambition and, yearning to own a 
telescope, but without the means of buying 
one, he manufactured an instrument by 
taking the object lens from a common spy- 
glass and mounting it in a roll of paper 
pasted into the form of a tube. With,this 
rude glass he could see the crescent form of 
Venus and the disks of Jupiter, and in study- 
ing these he became an ardent student. In 
1877, having saved his wages, he was able 
to purchase a telescope of five inches aper- 
ture and with this he made a careful in- 
spection of the heavens, the results of which 
furnished him with material for extended 
reviews in the scientific periodicals. In 1883 


SEEK CAUSE OF SUICIDE. 


CLERGYMEN ASK A REASON FOR THE 
INCREASE IN SELF-MURDER. 


Chicage Physicians Answer the Ques- 
tion im Various Ways—Their Own 
Profession Furnishes More Victims 
than All Others Combined=—They 
Declare Lawyers Thrive on Hard 
Times, While Doctors Are the First 
te Sufler—Expert Opinions. 


NASMUCH as there were i,000 more 
deaths by suicide in America in 1896 than 
in the year previous some clergymen 
have taken it to mean that a more than 

usually unnatural state of affairs exist. 
“ What is the matter?’ asked the Rev. T. 
B. Gregory in the course of a sermon last 
Sunday at the Church of the Redeemer. 
Then he answered the question according to 


His own view. He said: *“ We are living 
too fast; there is too much high pressure 
in our lives, and we are getting to be a race 
of dyspeptics, lunatics, and suicides.”’ 

There are physicians in Chicago, and quite 
@ number of them at that, who do not alto- 
gether agree with the Rev. Dr. Gregory. 
They have various reasons to advance for 
the cause of the increase of suicide, though 
one of them ,denies that suicides have in- 
creased faster than in proportion with. the 
population. It is perhaps natural that physi- 
cians should speak authoritatively and a bit 
feelingly on the subject of the suicidal mania 
because the statistics show that-more physi- 
Clans killed themselves last year than did 
the members of all other professions com- 
bined. One doctor, after having admitted 
that the statistics told the truth and that 
many of his fellow-physicians had taken a 
short route out of the world, said the reason 
why more physicians than lawyers killed 
themselves during-a year of business de- 
pression was easily explained. 

“The last thing,” he said, “ that people 
will begin to retrench on is the doctor’s bill. 
If they are sick they will call in the physt- 
clan, and not having as much money as 
_— they will tell him to wait. ‘The doctor 

oes wait a long while, and finally seeing no 
other Way out of it he puts the bill in the 
hands of a lawyer for collection, and as doc- 
tors are invariably honest, as of course you 
know, they pay the lawyer’s fee in advance. 
The result of this is that the more bad bills 
the doctor has the more money the lawyers 
get, and the hard times for one means flush 
times for the other. The lawyer has his fee 
in pocket and does not care much whether 
he collects the bill or not, and so the physi- 
clan, starving, goes off and kills himself 
while the attorney gets fat in pocketbook 
and yearns for still harder times to come.’’ 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson has a place 
in her kind heart for men who fail in busi- 
hess and who, crushed by disappointment, 
take their own lives. Dr. Stevenson thinks 
it possible, and this theory has been held by 
others, it may be said, that men who fail in 
business are actually of a finer fiber than 
those who succeed. These natures,. un- 
fitted for mercantile pursuits, feel the sense 
of degradation and failure, and succumb to 
the suicidal desire. 


Cake of Change of Mind. 

Just before the unfortunate German who 
was out of work attempted to end his Hfe 
by drowning off the Lincoln Park Sanita- 
rium Dr. W. Xavier Sudduth, in speaking on 
the subject of suicide, said the:desire of a 
man to kill himself when pis mind was once 
made-up to the act was no stronger fré- 
quently than his desire to get rid of life 
after a certain manner. In other words, he 
declared that the motive was no sooner pres- 
ent than the mood came to keepit company. 
The case of the young German who wanted 
to drown himself illustrated happily what 
the physician had said. This man, out of 
work, wished to drown himself and had 
waded out from the shore into the icy lake 
to a point where the water reached his 
armpits At this juncture a policeman ap- 
peared and told the intending suicide to 
come coshore or he would blow his brains 
out. 

“Don’t shoot,”” said the German, “ I'll 
come.” Andhe didcome. That man wished 
to die, but he did not wish to die that way. 
He now has work and is nome the worse for 
his cold bath. 

Dr. Lyman Ware agrees to some extent 
with the Rev. Dr. Gregory and says there Is 
altogether too much haste to get rich. The 
wear and tear and worry of this scramble 
for wealth, Dr. Ware says, produces nervous 
troubles and brain affections. The system 
is unstrung, the nerve is gone, and when 
disappointment comeg the victims end their 
lives. Ptysicians, this doctor says, have 
had the hardest kind of a time to get along 
and that may possibly account for the fact 
that a large number of them have within a 
year committed suicide. He says people 
who heretofore have been able to pay for 
the services of a physician are now being 
compelled to flock to the free dispensaries 
and to the free hospitals for treatment. 

Dr. Daniel R. Brower is a good deal of an 
optimist. He does not believe that when the 
hext census 18 taken it will be found that 
the increase in the .suicides has advanced 
proportionally faster than the increase in 
population. 

“ We are not hurrying asa people towards 
lunacy nor the grave of the suicide. The 
race is improving every year. I don’t think 
the businese depression has led any startiing 
number of men to take their lives. You 
will probably find the greater number of 
suicides to have taken place in July and 


August. I don’t suppose the business de-

Description of the Decoratien... 


The medal is a huge disk-of gold,.massive 
in size, and of rich workmanship. On the 
obverse side is a well-executed head of New- 
ton in bold relief, surrounding which are the 
words: ‘“‘Royal Astronomical Society, 
Inst. MDCCCXX. Nubem Pellente Mathe- 
si." The reverse side bears the design of a 
large telescope and its mountings, and un- 
der this is put in large letters the name of 
the recipient, with the year of presentation.

These and similar discoveries attracted the 
attention of the,scientific world tothe young 
astronomer, and in 1888 he was given a posi- 
tion at the celebrated Lick Observatory in 
California, which was then about to be 
apened. There he achieved an international 
reputation, which was strengthened by his 
success in securing a well-defined photograph 
of the Milky Way, similar pictures of the 
comet of 1892, and, lastiy, his wonderful dis- 
covery in September of the same year of the 
fifth satellite of Jupiter.

Suicides Not Necessarily gunpte ; 

Dr. Brown did not think that all people 
who commit suicide could by any means be 
accounted insane. Neither did he think that 
a larger number of physicians than 0 other 
professions killed themselves becaus@ they 
were familiar with possibly painless and cer- 
tain means of death. He pronounced thc 
Rev. Dr. Gregory's theory absurd and said. 
“ Man has now more to live for than ever be- 
fore. The average of life is being constantly 
increased. The laws of health are better 
understood than whens Pac gd and the world 
is not going to a suicide’s grave. 

e There ‘3 no question,” said Dr. W. X. 
Sudduth, “that suicides go in groups by 
suggestion and that they are the result of a 
reaction that has its base in nervous ex~ 
haustion. The individual finds his nerve 
power undermined by his indulgences in 
physical or mental excesses, and he seeks re- 
lief first in narcotics and finally in suicide. 
There are persons who are overwhelmed by 
a storm of adversity, and succumb to suicide 
at once without going through the usual 
course. I do not believe that a man who is 
thoroughly sane will commit sufcide. 

“Te stress of circumstances induced by 
the hard times has been felt by physicians 
more than men of other professions. The 
lawyers have been benefited by the business 
‘depression. yo ote ges is eg Ae Berg oe 
one paid. It might be suppos fo

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| {| Drama and Its Devotees 


R, GLADSTONE once remarked 

‘upon a famous occasion that when- 

‘@ver the classes and the masses had 

been opposed to one another the 

masses had invariably proved themselves 

to be in the right. Just the other day Mr. 

fol Smith Russell almed et the same under- 

lying truth when he observed that the plays 

which have appealed most to the public 

have, ag a rule, been dealt with somewhat 
severely by the critical public. 

At first sight it would appear that if we 


are to believe the “obiter dicta” of two 
guch competent judges, the critic’s vocation 
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is not only useless, but worse than useless. 
If it is true that those plays which are 
eriticised most severely are nevertheless 
the plays which win their way into general 
popularity, it would seem that either the 
public or the critic is hopelessly at fault; 
and as the public is a term which includes 
at best 90 per cent of the playgoing portion 
of the community, we must prefer to find 
the critic in the wrong. 

On closer examination, however, it is to 
be hoped that both of the apparently contra- 
dictory propositions may be found to be true. 
The public is right to applaud what pleases 
it most, and the critic is equally right to 
point out flaws in the best of theatrical per- 

B ces, so ‘that in the end the great lev- 
dathan has its enjoyment, while in the long’ 

. run it agrees with the seemingly hypercrit- 
ical person who is always just a step ahead 
of the public, not because he understands 
better, but because he has greater experi- 
ence. 

A Moment's reflection is sufficient to show 
that the artistic few are not merely voices 
crying in the wilderness, but real forerun- 
ners, who have the opportunity to see what 
is in advance, and all attention to it while 
yet the great throng behind them are inter- 

ested merely in the view which their limited 
‘vision commands. Neither one nor the.other 
Ought to pride. bimaelt upon a better judg- 
rhent; the truth is, that both are from their 
own standpoint in the right. 

It was long before the general publie could 
in any way understand what it wag pleaseti 
to call the Wagner craze in music, and yet 
there is not one among the rank and file 
of music lovers today so poor or so old-fash- 
ioned that he cannot be stirred to the depths 
by the Liebestod in ** Tristan und Isolde ’’— 
in fact, there are many who imagine already 
that they have got a long way ahead of the 
Bayreuth master. 

So it is with things dramatic; for years and 
years we have been laughing at the Ibsen 
cult, until we have been awakened by the 
fact that the Norwegian playwright has 
revolutionized the English stage, and even 
' now there are many who are oblivious to the 
fact that Ibsen has long reigned supreme in 
the school of modern drama. 

In other words the critic, who is also pre- 
sumably the student of the stage, is able 
from his point of vantage to herald move- 
ments, of which the mass of play-goers has 
as yet no suspicion; while the great public 
itself has often the cOmmon sense to enjoy 
what it understands for the time being, care- 
less of what new development the future has 
in store, | 

eee 

To come down to the concrete from the ab- 
stract; there are few plays of recent years 
which have enjoyed greater prosperity than 
the *“ Heart of Maryland,’’ now running at 
_ the Great Northern; and yet throughout 
_ the four acts the author has constantly and 
consistently sinned against the best dra- 
matic art. But the public fortunately or un- 
fortunately, according to the way you look 
at it, does not eare for-high art. It is em- 
phatically trué that the majority of men and 
women who go to the opera prefer “‘ Robin 
Hood" to’ Die Gotterdimmerung ”; it is 
equally certain that if they had to choose be- 
+tween a painting by Leonardo da Vince and 
‘ene by Leighton they would take the latter. 

So there is nothing surprising in the fact

She ought to remember 
Lessing's famous criticism of the Laocoon, 
which is as true for acting as it is for sculp- 
ture. Neither grief nor any other emotion 
should be given absolutely free scope in the 
domain of art, for where ugliness begins 
art stops. Now, Mrs. Carter’s sobbing is 
most realistic, but it is not beautiful; in- 
deed, at times it becomes exceedingly pain- 
ful. Besides, apart from the fact that it is 
(Ey: there is too much of it, so that the 
effect wears off and it becomes merely tire- 
some, 

Grief is, one of our most secret emotions 
and should bé most delicately handled on 
the stage, more especially in an Anglo-Saxon 
community, where it ig not usual to give 
rein to the feelings. Indeed, it {se hard to 
sunderstand why there should be a righteous 
‘indignation at the portrayal before the foot- 
lights of certain of our more intimate pas- 
sions, while the similation of the ufter 
abandonment of sorrow, which is just as 
“distasteful, should always. have been reck- 
oned among an actor’s best stock in trade. 
In any case, the “ too much” is always ruin- 
ous to art; and if Louise Carter wishes to 
rise to the top of her profession she must 
learn before all things to exercise restraint, 
and she must’ give up sensational acrobatic 
feats, which belong properly to the sphere 
of cheap vaudeville.

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Those who are for the letter of the law 
through and through will, of course, ap- 
plaud Irving. But it must be remembered 
that originally Richard lil. was intended 
to form a sequel to Henry VI. and is like 
the last play in the Greek tetralogy—con- 
sequently, when it comes to be performed 
by itself there is a great deal that needs 
explaining. 

Cibber cuts the knot by introducing just 
enough of Henry VI. to show what the true 
situation is at the beginning of the play, and 
throughout he attempts to make a coherent 
drama out of what was originally, to say 
the truth, a chaotic collection of scenes. 
It is hard.to see how Shakspeare can ‘be in- 


j jured by such an adaptation. 


Again, the figure of Margaret of Anjou be- 
longs entirely to the Greek drama, which 
had a strong influence on Marlowe, but is 
really alien to the more modern spirit of 
Shakspeare. The cursings of the half-de- 
demented lady are far more like the out- 
pourings of a Greek chorus in such a play 
‘as the Agamemnon of Agschylus than any 
thing in real life, and it can hardly be con- 
ceived that Irving’s restoration of the part 
is in any way an improvement. 

On the whole, it would appear that while 
Irving has got nearer the original, Mansfield 
gave us the better play. 

MoreoVer, it is only fair to say that Cibber 
is in no way responsible for the melodra- 
matic Richard, such as Barry Sullivan pre- 
sented. The reading of the part lies with 
the actor; it is only for the construction of 
the play that Cibber can fairly be heli re- 
sponsible; and agit is necessary to do some- 
thing with Richard . to make it anything 
more than a “curio,” it remains for the 
caviler to improve upon Cibber.

LORIMER A PREPOSTEROUS CANDIDATE 
FOR SENATOR. 

Who is Lorimer that he should be a can- 
didate for the United States Senate and or- 
der the Representatives from this county to 
support his impudent. aspirations? What 
qualification has he got for that position, un- 
less exceeding impudence is one? 

He has not the qualifications which en- 
title him to a seat in the Lower House. But 
his incapacity is less noticeable there, where 
Illinois has twenty-one other members, 
than it would be in the Senate, where he 
would have only one colleague. 

Lorimer’s education stops with reading 
and. writing. Nor has he put. those two 
branches of knowledge to any good use. He 
never read a useful book in his life. He is 
unacquainted with the currency or the tariff 
He is absolutely ignorant of po- 
litical economy or finance. 

The speeches which he made during the 
last campaign were destitute of informa- 
tion or ideas. They were puerile stuff. <Al- 
most every sentence was ungrammatical 
and twas loaded down with big words whose 
meaning he did not know. Yet he wants to 
go to the Senate to speak for Llinois. 

Lorimer has followed many pursuits, but 
there is not one of them where he learned 
anything which can make him useful asa 
Senator, either on the floor or in the com- 
mittee room. Senators are called on to deal 
with questions of all kinds—legal, commer- 
cial, finandal, etc. Not one of those sub- 
jects is familiar to Lorimer.: So ignorant is 
he that when Superintendent of the Water 
Office he was found unfit to discharge its 
duties. 

Lorimer is merefy a common ward ma- 
chine politician, who has devoted his ener- 
gies exclusively to getting offices for him- 
self and for his followers. He entered “ pub- 
lie life” as a constable, As his influence at 
rotten primaries and in packed conventions 
increased he sought for other and more lu- 
crative offices. 

He got petty places on the city pay-roll 
and lost them. But he managed to retain 
his hold on his wurd and made alliances 
with the bosses of adjoining wards. Thus 
he was enabled to get the nomination fora 
court clerkship in 1892, but was defeated 
with the rest of the ticket. 

That did not discourage him. He went on 
pulling wires and forming combinations. 
He had so many ward delegations behind 
him that he became an influential member 
of the 12:45 Dinner club and of the syndic- 
ate which assumes to own the Republican 
party of this county. 

That put Lorimer in a position where he 
was able to avail himself of the sweeping 
Republican victory of 1894 to get the seat 
in Congress he has now, and which he will 
hold for two years more. That position, far 
above his merits, ha’ been gained by in- 
trigue, by wire-pulling, by the use of the 
lowest acts known to the cheapest politi- 
cians. 

This is the kind of man who deserted his 
post at Washington to lobby for Madden, 
and who, when Madden fell by the wayside, 
stepped impudently forward and said he 
would take the Senatorship himself. 

The election of Lorimer is not to be 
dreamed of for two reasons. He is unfit for 
the place. He is a wire-puller and nothing 
more. His obly constituency is the ward 
heelers who hang on his skirts in the hope 
of office. To organize and lead them and 
form combinations with other leaders of the 
same stripe have been his life work. That is 
all he is fit for. 

In the next place it would be the height of 
political folly to sent to the Senate a man 
whose election would be regarded as a re- 
ward for his past opposition to Maj. Mc- 
Kinley, and as an assurdnce that that oppo- 
sition would be continued after he became 
President. 

As a member of the Cook County machine 
Lorimer was opposed to the election of 
McKinley delegates. He carried his own 
district against him: At the State con- 
yention Lorimer and his associates kept up 

their fight against McKinley. and were 
beaten. At St. Louis out of the forty-eight 


[llinois delegates only two—Lorimer and one 


other—voted against McKinley. 

Lorimer knew McKinley would be nom- 
inated and vet so deep-seated was his hos- 

tility that he persisted in refusing him his 
vote. That bitter dislike is as intense now 
as it was six months ago, and Lorimer in 
the Senate—which will be very close—wouid 
do all he could to thwart the policy of the 
new administration if it did not surrender 


unconditionally to him. 
The machine has ordered the servile 


legislators it owns to insult and betray their | 
constituents by voting for a man destitute . 


of Senatorial qualifications and who is the 
open enemy of President McKiniey. Those 
legislators seem to be inclined to obey or- 
ders. 

Then the country members will have to 
find the candidate and save the credit of the 
State. They have rejected Madden. They 
must reject the preposterous Lorimer. 


THREATENING TO FIGHT THE SMOKE | 


ORDINANCE. 

There was a meeting last week of repre- 
sentatives of twenty Chicago manufactur- 
ing concerns at which an organization was 
formed to fight the smoke ordinance. The 
intention is to ask the Council for “ relief 
from the injustice ” of that ordinance, and 
if it will do nothing togo into the courts and 
try to have the ordinance upset. 

The men who attended this meeting de- 
clared that they were being “ hounded to 
death ” by the smoke inspectors, and would 
not submit to it any longer. But why are 
they “ hounded ”? Solely because they will 
persist in filling the air with volumes of of- 
fensiye, poisonous emoke. They are 
“hounded ” because they *ersist in com- 
mitting a nuisance, 

The smoke inspectors have been more act- 
ive during ths last eighteen months than for 
the preceding period. That is greatly to 
their ¢redit. Owing to their activity the 
smoke nuisance has not been as bad as it 
used to be. Consequently there has been 
less damage done to property and health. 

This meeting reveals the unpleasant fact 
that there are men in this city who are so 
regardless of the rights of others that they 
will form publicly an organization to ficht 
a law passed to protect one of those rights. 
These men are unable to see why they 
should not be allowed to poison the air 
breathed by hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple. 

It may be that these callous individuals 
live far out in the suburbs and their families 
do not have to breathe the air they pollute. 
Or it may be that they do not want to go 
would be neces- 
sary to make their premises inoffensive. 
They may haye been trying to get too much 
work out of their boilers, and should put in

wages. Or it may be that these men are 
fond of dirt and like to see vast clouds of 
soot issuing from their smokestacks, td. be 
eatried by the winds from the manufactur- 
ing into the residence and business districts. 

But whatever may be the motives of these 
nuisance-loving manufacturers, they must 
understand that they will not be allowed to 
have their dirty way. The Council will do 
nothing for them, for the Aldermen know 
the people demand pure air. The courts will 
do nothing, for they know the people are 
entitled to pure air. 

lf the smoke remained where it was made 
and these protesting manufacturers could 
be stifled in their own product they might be 
left alone. But é¢he nuisance which they 
commiteis one by which the whole .city is 
affected. Therefore they will be “ hound- 
ed” until they are fotced to obey the law. 
The defiant attitude they. have assumed 
‘should make them defendants at. once in 
‘suits brought under the smoke ordinance. 


THE MACHINE’S ATTEMPT TO SMIRCH 
THE GOVERNOR. 

The oftice-hunters’ association, whose 
members call themselves the “ leaders "eof 
the Republican party of Cook County, with 
ite 220,000 voters, have been guilty of 
many discreditable acts since they formed 
‘their political alliance and began their cam- 
paigu for the possession of the offices. 

The most disreputable of their perform- 
ances in many respects was their conspiracy 
to utilize Gov. Tanner and exploit the offices 
of which he has the bestowal for the pur- 
pose of boosting their candidate ahd his Al- 
dermanic record into the Senate of the 
‘United States. 

These men began their plot against Gov. 
Tanner soon after he waselected. They as- 
serted that he was in honor bound to come 
to Madden’s aid because, as they alleged, 
the machine had given him the vote of Cook 
County and nominated him. They deciared 
that he was not an ingrate, and asserted he 


would keep the promises they alleged he had» 


made, 
As a matter of fact, the Governor owed 


these conspirators nothing. They did not 
nominate him. They did not elect him. 
They sought to create the impression that 
he was their debtor so as to explain their 
incessant demands that he come down and 
help them. 

Before the Legislature met these machine 
leaders began importuning the Governor to 
strike hands with them. They filled the 
ears of correspondents with lying reports 
that he had agreed todo so. When Curtis 
was elected Speaker they intimated that it 
was a part of the Governor’s campaign for 
Madden. They inspired attacks on Tanner 
in the hope of angering him and driving him 
into their arms. 

Time went on. These maneuvers and the 
private appeals made to Tanner by these 
leaders produced no effect. Then they 
asked of him, openly and -shameélessly, 
that he use his “patronage” to aid 
Madden. Put in plain English, the 
political blacklegs who call themselves 
masters of the Republican party wanted 
the Governor to sally forth and buy votes 
for Madden. 

They called on the Governor to go to coun- 
try members whose constituents demand 
that they vote against Madden and bribe 
those members to vote for him.. The bribes 
to be offered were not bills or checks, but 


offices—Railroad Commissionerships, Peni- 


tentiary Commissionerships, and other posi- 
tions either profitable or honorable? 

‘The power to fill those offices avas not 
given to the Governor to be used for pur- 
poses of bargain and sale. Those places 
were not made to be the stock in trade of 
corrupt politicians. To traffic them off for 
votes for Madden would have been as dis- 
honest as to go into a boodle Council and pay 
cash for an ordinance. 

A man who would sell a public office fora 
Senatorial vote, even though that vote is not 
to be cast for himself, is on as low a moral 
plane as the greedy Alderman who sells his 
vote to the corporation which: makes the 
hizhest bid for it. 

Yet the Cook County machine called pub- 
licly on Goy. Tanner to smirch himself at the 
beginning of his term by auctioning off the 
offices in his gift to those who could give 
votes for its Senatorial candidate. 

Such an infamous request, made so bra- 
zenly, shows the immorality of the men who 
made it. It shows the depths of political 
degradation from which they sprang, and 
have gained power they 
possess neither honesty nor decency. 

They are “naked, not ashamed.” They 
saw nothing wrong in bribery with eflices. 
They did not see why a member should not 
be bought with a salaried position. They 
were brought up to buy and sell delegates, 
Most of them ha¥e been bought and sold 
while playing that disreputable part. 

They were accustomed to the buying 
of votes with petty municipal offices— 
a clerkship, a place on the police force, or as 
a street’ inspector. It did not seem to 
them, while playing their dirty part 
on a more conspicuous stage, that there was 
anything to be ashamed of in buying legis- 
lative votes with Illinois offices. ‘se 

A gang of Democratic political blacklegs 
ruled this city and county a short time ago. 
Its members made merchandise of all the 
offices, large and small. They were swept 
away by the people, but while the latter 
were ousting those men from the offices a 
gang of Republican political blacklegs 
slipped. into the vacant places. These 
fellows have inherited the methods as well 
as the places of their predecessors. They 
display the same lack of a sense of shame 
and the same disregard for the decencies of 
They have learnt nothing since the 
day when they first began manipulating 
primaries and electing delegates by fraud 
except the trick of perpetual officcholding. 

These are the men who appealed to 
the Executive to pull the chestnuts out of 
the fire forthem. They wanted him to be- 
come a mere cog in their machine. They 
asked him to go into partnership with them, 
bringing with him as his contribution to the 
capital stock the public trusts, called offices, 
which are at his disposal. 

But Gov. Tannerremained unmoved. The 
frantic appéals and promises of the office- 
brokers’ syndicate did not afféét him. He 
proposed to maintaiy his own dignity and 
the dignity of the high office he fills. He 
had pledged himself, publicly and privately, 
not to lift # finger in the Senatorial contest. 
He kept his word religiotisly"° When the 
conspirators -became» satisfied that they 
could not drag down the Governor and make 
him a footstool for Madden they threw up 
the sponge, as far as that individual waé 
concerned. They believed three weeks ago 
Tatiner would be as wax in their hands; 
They are wiser now. 

But it is probable that these men do not 


appreciate yet the enormity of the offense 


they have committed. They do not under- 
stand that their praposals to the Governor 
were an insult, They still look 6n an jf-

Explorers have already found out practi- 


cally all that is worth knowitig about the 


north pole. * It would not add anything to 
the world’s stoek of useful knowledge or 
reflect’ ahy added luster to American 
achievements even if Lieut. Peaty should 
find the pole, shin up it, and nail the Stars 
and Stripes fo its apex. Nor would it add 
anything material to ourarea. ‘The neigh- 
borhood is not productive, nor has it any 
attraction for tourists. It is beyond the 
application of the Monroe or any other 

doctrine, The neighborhood has no voting 
population. It could pay no revenue, It 
has no adtantages for school, or mission, 
or religious work. | It isn’t worth a rub even 
for cold storage. 

Frithjof Nansen got within two degrees 
of the pole and saw ahead of him only an 
interminable expanse of hard, glittering, 
humpy ice, virtually impossible ta traverse. 
Of what avail would it be should Lieut. 
Peary get over the remaining distance and 
stand upon the ice around the pole? What 
would he have gained by it? What would 
he have seen or known more than Nansen 
has seen and known? W hy should he seek 
to induce people to give him $150,000 to sink 
among the ice floest with no geographical 
or utilitarian outcome to the investment? 

All that arctic exploration amounts to ig 
advertising for the promoters. It gives 
them a chance to make trips, to write books, 
to deliver lectures, to secure public notori- 
ety, and perhaps induce some others to go 
pole hunting. ‘It is time to bring the busi- 
ness to a close and let the pole alone. It is 
too much money anyway to squander upon 

a scheme which has no useful purpose. It 
adda to the foolishness of the whole busi- 
ness that if Lieut. Peary should be given 
his $150,000 and start with his dogs and 
‘Eskimos to discover the pole it would re- 
quire several thousands more after two or 
three years to discover him and his party, 
if there were anything of em left to be 
discovered. 
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HOLD THE PRIMARIES ON FIRST REGIS- 
TRATION DAY. 

The “ onée-primary-a-year ” réform bill 
prepared for the Civic Federation and allied 
societies by Master in Chaneery Rush has 
been referred back to the subcommittee 
which fathered it for reconstruction. In 
the meeting on Friday nfht at which this 
action was taken Adolf Kraus, a lawyer of 
ability, highly commended the suggestion of 
THE TRIBUNE that it would be vastly more 
economical ahd at the same time bring 
about the desired results to hold the prima- 
ries of all parties uhder a mandatory law, 
coincident with the first of the two days 
of registration. Mr. Kraus says: 

I believe in acknowledging credit to whom credit 
is due, and I must say frankly that I think the 
editorial stggestions in this morning’sa Tribune 
form the best solutions so far centributed toward 
the problém of the primaries. By holding the pri- 
maries and registration at the same time it is pos- 
sible to have-the same election officers look after 
each, and theré Will be proper guardianship of the 
citizens’ interests. Not only will there be greater 
economy—and I belfeve that is the trump on which 
the passage of.the bill must be sought—but the 
measure also will concentrate interest on both 
primaries and registration. The Tribune’s plan 


is economical, simple, and popular, and I hope 
it will become enacted into law. 


While it was admitted that the plan sug- 
gested by THe TRIBUNE and advocated at 
this meeting by Mr.-Kfaus was simple and 
economical and would stand a good show of 
passing the Legislature, it was urged in ob- 
jection that it ** would necessitate earlier 
registration, with attendant inconvenience 


*? 


The objection is not well founded. It is 
contemplated already by the Rushtbill, and, 
further, it is a matter of practice that only 
registered voters are qualified to vote at 
lawful primaries. Under the much-exploit- 
ed Kentucky law, which ‘is considered a 
model in its way, the voter indicates his par- 
ty affiliation when he registers, if he so de- 
sires, and only those voters who have so de- 
clared are qualified to vote at the next suc- 
ceeding primary. Under the Massachusetts 
law—which is mandatory—no person may 
vote at a primary whose name does not ap- 
pear on the last poll list. There is a similar 
provision in .the laws of other States, 

There.can be no objection to setting the 
date for primaries, say, five or six weeks 
before the election. On that date those cit- 
izens whose names are already on the poll 
list are qualified to vote at this primary, and 
the act of so voting could constitute a rereg- 
istration for the voter. The primary poll list 
is checked up fromi the regular poll list, and 
the registration lists could be checked up 
further from the primary poll record. 
Where does the hardship to the voter come 
in? If he cannot or does not vote at the 
primary there is another day of registry at 
which he may qualify forthe election. The 
registration days at present are close to- 
gether—two and three weeks before the 
election. Why not hold the first one six 


| weeks before the election and the second 


either one or two weeks previous to the 
election? Only a slight amendment to the 
registration law would be necessary in con- 
junction with the proposed primary meas- 
ure. 

The present Civie Federation bill proposes 
to hold the primaries for the whole fear on 
the first Tuesday in February. Thatistwo 
months before the next election and nine 
motiths before the November election. Is 
not this a greater epee A and inconven- 
ience to the voter? 

The objection put forward hy Mr. Kraus’ 
critics will not hold water.. 

The one primary a year idea is only one of 
many newefeatures of the Rush bill. There 
are others more commendable and which 
doubtless will be retained. One is that 
which makes the law mandatory and gives 
the Eleétion Board acttial instead of merely 
nominal control. Another proposes to pre- 
vent the present habit of gerrymandering 
precincts by throwing half a dozen into any 
desired. shape as one primary district, to 
suit the bosses, just as the emergency may 
develop before each election.

BUCK MW CARTHY I THE ROLE. 
CRUSADER. 

While the Senatorial situation in Illinois 
has been shifting its weight from one leg, 
as it were, to the other, and while the diplo- 
matic world has beeu rolling under its 
tongue that choice morsel, an international 
arbitration treaty, it is natural perhaps that 
the Hon. Buck MeCarthy’s gallant assault 
on unwholesome beer should have been 
somewhat obscured from public attention. 
Mr. McCarthy has endured in silence, but 
with secret anguish, the eontinuous specta- 
cle of innocent residents of Chicago handing 
in at the back door of a dispensary a small 
receptacle and a modicum of sound money 
and receiving in exchange a foaming mixt- 
ure containing a certain quantity of in- 
jurious substances. It is possible that Mr. 
McCarthy has himself been a victim of this 
iniquitous imposition. It is certain at least 
that his confidence in the sterling integrity 
of the presiding geniuses of these estab- 
lishments has been hopelessly shattered, 
and he has cast aside all reserve to cham- 
pion the cause of his fellow-sufferers. 

Mr. McCarthy’s whole purpose is only 
suggested in the action of the Council. He 
calls upon the Law Department of the city 
for an ordinance “ prohibiting the sale of 
unwholerome beer or beers composed in 
whole or in part of injurious substances, 
and requiting the Health Departnient to 
inspect all the brands of beer sold in this 
city, and to conduct prosecutions against 
the manufacturers or sellers of beers that 
may be unwholesome.” The apparent in- 
tent of this crusade is to protect the propel- 
lers of that American means of liquid trans- 
portation known as the “ growler” from 
the machinations of beer trust greed. One 
of the traditional merits of the growler 
has been its ability to lure a generous quan- 
tity for a merely nominal sum. Now it ap- 
pears that the absence of quality has been 
as conspicuous as the presence of quantity, 
and Mr. McCarthy proposes to have this 
ratio readjusted. 

It will be clear also to the average ob- 
server that Mr. McCarthy will not limit 
his self-sacrifice in this noble cause to his 
merely .present comfort. He calls loudly 
upon thelaw to‘tompel the Healin Depart- 
ment to inspect all the brands of beer sold 
in’ this city, and Mr. McCarthy's intelli- 
gence is sufficiently keen to realize that 
such a procedure necessarily presupposes 
that there must be men to do the inspecting. 
But the rest of the community need not 
tremble in apprehension. McCarthy will 
not shrink from the respomsibility. His

time is somewhat occupied at pree«ent at- 


tending to the duties of Alderman, but this 
is his last term. He will not go back to the 
Council. He may not have arrived at that 
decision himself, but his constituents could 
not think of asking him to assume again the 
arduous duties. Mr. McCarthy therefore 
will have plenty of time to inspect unwhole- 
some beer, and he can be relied upon to 
obtain other Aldermen who will not return 
to the Council for the same reasons that 
obtain in MeCarthy’s case to share the 
labor with him, 

The Council need net hestitate to pass 
this ordinance from any fear that capable 
inspectors may not be obtained. Without 
intending any flattery it can be said that 
McCarthy and the others of his ilk are just 
the men to attend td this beer inspection, 
ahd they are more qualified to do it well 


than any other work that could be picked 


out for them.’ 


THE BOMBAY PLAGUE. 

The bubonic disease which is ravaging 
the City of Bombay seems to be the verita- 
ble plague which was known in the middle 
ages as “the black death.” The disease 
receives its modern name from the -fact 
that it attacks the lymphatic glands in the 
neck, armpits, groins, and other parts of 
the body. The swollen parts are extremely 
sensitive to the touch, the patient has high 
fever, the bowels are constipated, the liver 
and spleen are enlarged, respiration is dif- 
ficult, the mind wanders, and the counte- 
nance presents the appearance of intoxica- 
tion or insanity. The victim is quickly 
prostrated and soon dies unless relieved. 
Recovery is slow. 

The disease first attracted attention in 
Bombay about five months ago. It -pre- 
vailed some months ago in Hongkong, 
China, and, being contagious, is believed to 
have been catried in some way from that 
city to Western India. Soon after its ap- 
pearance in Bombay steps were taken to 
keep it under control. The efforts were com- 
paratively successful until-within a few 
weeks, when the disease began to spread 
with great rapidity. The number of cases 
and deaths finally became so large that a 
panic ensued. More than 450,000 people— 
one-half the population—have left the city, 
and unless the virulence of the disease rap- 
idly abates the city will be almost: depop- 
ulated. 

The disease was formerly known as “ the 
poor’s plague.” This was *due to the 
fact that. it first attacked the half-starved 
masses who congregated in what might be 
ealled “ the slum districts,” where the sdn- 
itary conditions are even more wretched 
than the people. The present disease man- 
ifests the same characteristi¢s of seeking 
and thriving in the filthy quarters of Bom- 
bay. The chief means employed to prevent 
its. spread have been better sanitation. For 
_this Bombay is excellently provided, having 
‘an abundant supply of pure water and pow- 
erful water-works, as well as a complete 
system of municipal distribution. By 
thoroughly and frequently flushing the sew- 
ers, ‘Which provide ample drainage, the 
plague was in a measure at least kept under 


control.and confined to the one city. It is 


however , that the scattering of 


| 


| which. that. vant empire is apparently. es- 


caping. 

The plague, or black death, is believed td 
have had its origin in China, but it was not 
an infrequent visitor to ¢ities in Europe up 


to within about half acentury. In the four- 


teenth century one hundred thousand per- 
sons fell victims to it in London alone, and 
it so depopulated the rural districts as per- 
manently to change the social and indus- 
trial life of England. In 1668-'65 London 
j and all England suffered another visitation. 
In 1720 nearly half thé population of Mar- 
seilles was destroyed. Seventy years later 
it- prevailed in Russia and Poland. Since 
that time Western Europe has escaped its 
ravages. It' frequently attacks the peoples 
of Asia, and the inhabitants ef*the Eu- 
phrates -Valley, as well asthe Chinese, have 
good reason to dread it. During its prey- 
alence in 1830 people died in the City of 
Bagdad ‘alone at the rate of 2,000 a day, 
and on one day—the 21st of April—* 30;000 
dead bodies of pérsons were counted who 
had perished within the town.” It fre 
quently appears in the Euphrates Valley, 
its most recent visitations being in 1867, 
1878, and 1877, when Bagdad was again 
a sufferer, | 

The cause of the disease is unknown. It 
is chiefly confined to hot climates, and when 
it appears in colder latitudes its ravages 
rapidly diminish with the falling temper- 
ature and practically disappear with the 
coming of winter. In Europe it has been 
most fatal in the months of August, Sep- 
tember, and October. In London in 1665, 
for instance, the deaths from the plague 
were: In June, 590; in July; 4,129; in Au- 
gust, 20,046; in September, 26,230; in Oc- 
tober, 14,373; in November, 3,449; in De- 
cember, less than 1,000. : 

There appears to be no effective cure for 
the disease, though pure air, . wholesome 
food, the free external use of cold water, 
and proper sanitation modify to some extent 
its attacks, and more than anything else 
have been the cause of the comparative ex- 
emption of Europeans from the disease. 
Inunction of the body with olive oil is be- 
lieved to be a useful prophylactic agent and 
was thought at one time to be a possible 
cure, but it is not now so regarded. 

There is no reason to fear the spread of the 
disease to the United States or Western 
Europe, though it is .possible that it may 
attack the Mediterranean countries— 
Egypt, Syria, Turkey, and Greece—thése 
being within the endemic zone, and having 
been visited frequently by it. - 


CHANCE FOR ALDERMEN TO SERVE 
THE CITY. 

The Council Committee on Streets and 

Alleys South has taken action in favor of 

giving away to a private corporation a big 


\ block of city streets for a merely nominal 


consideration. Wabash avenue from Twen- 
ty-third street to Sixty-third street is in- 
cluded in the generous donation, together 
with a number of other thoroughfares. The 
action of the committee is heralded as a 
crushing blow to the Chicago City railway 
company, which wants practically the same 
streets, in favor of the General Electric 
company, which seems to stand the better 
chance at -present of getting them. The 
people of Chicago, however, who really own 
the streets, would be the worst sufferers by 
this wholesale gift, and yet thé interests 
which the Aldermen theoretically represent 
have been lost sight of entirely in the trans- 
action up to date. 

A pretense at remuneration to the city is 
made in the proposition by the agreement 
of the company to pay a percentage on gross 
receipts, graded from 1 to 3 percent, for the 
first four periods of five yearseach. Thisis 
a ridiculous subterfuge that could not be 
construed into compensation. A company 
obtaining these streets should be made to 
pay a much greater sum for the gift, 
amounting to perhaps 20 per cent of gross 
receipts for the fourth period of five years, 
and graded back proportionally to the first 
five years. The Aldermem have not yet 
taken final action on this ordinance. They 
have an opportunity to prove whether they 


ate willing to show any consideration for | 


the interests of the public in this matter. 
They seem to consider the only question to 
be settled is which one of the two contend- 
ing corporations shall gain possession of 
these streets. The real point at issue is 
whether the city, which owns the streets, 
should give them up, and if so, how much 
the city should be paid for the sacrifice. . * 

The Aldermen, especially at this time, can 
hardly affocd to asnore the pablic in this 
transaction. , Hf the streets are surrendered 
ample compensation must be arranged for, 
and the Aldermen will be held responsible 
strictly for any failure to obtain this just 
return. They have an admirable chance 
to atone partly for past misdeeds by acting 
in this affair in behalf of the people and not 
of the corporations. They have it in their 
power to compel cheaper transportation at 
the rate of six rides for°26 cents, and also 
to compel the corporation which obtains the 


‘streets to make an adequate payment to 


the city. It remains to be seen whether 
they will realize their opportunity to add a 
little saving grace to their records, 


Tue venerable Joel T. Headley died at 
Newburg, N. Y., yesterday of paralysis in 
his eighty-fourth year, He had led a some- 
what varied career, beginning his active 
life as a Presbyterian preacher, then drift- 
ing into journalism, serving under Horace 
Greeley on the New York Tribune. Subse- 
quently he was elected Setretary of State 
of New York about the close of the Know- 
nothing agitation in 1856. His fame rests 
chiefly, however, on his historical biogra- 
phies, including lives of Cromwell and Far- 
ragut and “ Washington and His Gener- 
als’”’ and ‘“‘ Napoleon and His Marshals,” 
works not specially valuable or accurate 
from the historical point of view, but which 
attained a wide circulation by the brilliant 
and highly picturesque style in which they 
were written. He was a writer of another 
generation, and his books now have almost 
become curiosities, but few writers in their 
time have achieved a more gratifying suc- 


cess than Headley.

The next voyage was to Havana, Cuba, and 
there Williams experienced two new sensa- 
tions—he saw a bull fight and he got drunk.

At Leutari they re- 
duced the death rate from 60 per cent to 
about 2 per cent and demonstrated that the 
old style of nursing was no longer to be 
tolerated. 

Dickens said in his preface to “* Martin 
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THE SOUTHERN SENATOR DEMANDED 


her patient was a Senator from a Southern 
State who had been seriously sick and was 
not yet out of danger. He had been seized 
with a malady which in its earlier stages 
required the best skill of two physicians and 
which rendered the surgeon’s knife neces- 
sary.

She 
must be-a woman of fair education, good 
morals, even temper, perfect health, hopeful 
and sympathetic in disposition, patient, and 
courageous. 

When Miss Johnson made up her mind to 
devote her life to nursing the sick she made 
application to one of the dozen training 
schools connected with the hospitals of Chi- 
cago. She was required to furnish refer- 
ences as to her general character, and these 
having been investigated and found satis- 
factory she was admitted on probation.

nurse. Unless she. possesses the qualifica-

Miss Johnson’s first duties were to wash 
dishes in the hospital kitchen, make ‘beds; 
clean up after operations, help to bathe pa- 
tients, and do all sorts of rough work. She 
stuck at nothing, having made up her mind 
beforehand, and her square, firm chin de- 
noted that once haVing made up her mind 
it was not to be changed by disagreeable 
trifles. 

Training a Nurse. 


After a month she was admitted to one of 
the wards where she was taught the first 
principles of nursing, always under the eye 
of the head nurse. She thought she knew 
how to make a bed until she entered the 
ward, when she discovered that making beds 
for sick people was an art unknown to the 
average housekeeper. She was taught how 
to enter a room withott disturbing the 
patient. She was instructed in the task of 
raising a patient from the pilfow with one 
arm while she administer medicine with 
the other hand. She learned how to bathe a 
man who was unable to lift his head from the 
piliow and how to change his cliething and 
dress his wounds: | 

She studied anatomy, physiology; and 
materia medica under competent instructors 
and learned a great deal about surgery. 
The first year she was paid $8 a month and 
was given board and lodging free. The 
money she earned was sufficient to buy the 
books she needed and satisfy a longing for 
chocolates once in a great while, and that 
Was about all. 

At the end of a year she was a pretty fair 
doctor and a fairly well-trained nurse, but 
she needed polishing off and for this purpose 
was sent out on “ private duty.” That meant 
she had to go out in the city and nurse poor 
people. She spent many weary nights in 
tenement houses, where dirt and disorder 
reigned, surrounded by people who regarded 
her as a curiosity and fought her demands 
for cleanliness and order.

Putting on Finishing Touches. 


At the beginning of the third year she was 
sent into families of the betior pe ies 
here she gained experience that is invalu- 
able to nurses of the highest grade. Itisa 
well-known fact that nurses trained in ¢er- 
tain hospitals whose patients are all of the 
poorer class are unfitted to take care of 
people who have lived lives of luxury. To 
become a nurse of the highest capabilities 
it is necessary that her training extend over 
the whole range of society, from the high- 
est to the lowest. 

When Miss Johnson had spent three years 
of hard work and careful study in the hos- 
pital she was a good doctor-—much better, 
in fact, than many of the young men grad- 
uates turned out by certain medical colleges. 
She knew the remedies necessary in nearly 
all cases and how to administer them. She 
had learned how to prepare the Various 
kinds of foods to bé given to patients affiict- 
ed with all kinds of diseases. She had 
learned that food suitable for a man down 
with typhoid would not do at all for a man 
suffering from inflammatory rheumatism.

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A BOOK OF TOTE 


N the Indian lodges of the far Northwest 
these winter nights the story-tire still 
burns as brightly as when the paleface 
was unknown. Young and old still 

gather about the fire and Msten with breath- 
less interest to strange tales that have been 
told and retold in the dark forests longer 
than the giant sequolas and pines can re- 
member. Some of these tales have been 
collected by that “‘ crank on Indians,” W. 
S. Phillips, in a book called “* Totem Tales, 
Indian Told,” and published by the Star 
Publishing company of Chicago. Mr. Phil- 
lips is his own illustrator, and the pictures 
herewith reproduced indicate.the interesting 
nature of the volume. 

Childish as are many of these simple 
storics they are not so considered by the 
grownup children of the forest, for whom 
they supply the place of theatricals. Nor 
will white children be the only ones inter- 
ested in Mr. Phillips’ book. Ethnelogists 


and students of folklore will find much valu-__ 


able material in ‘‘ Totem Tales.”’ 

Mr. Phillips reminds us that the Indians 
are very superstitious people. They have 
signs, charms, and incantations for every- 
thing. Magic plays an important part in 
every Indian’s life. But the author nega- 
tives the prevailing idea that Indians believe 
in one great spirit corresponding to the 
God of the Bible. “ That is not the case at 
all,” he says, “* for their religion is a mixture 
of Tah-mah-na-wis, or magic; Skal-lal-a- 
toots. or fairies: and Too-muck, or devils, 
coupled with a vast legendary lore of a pure- 
ly mythical nature.” 

The author has put all his stories into the 
mouth of the Talking Pine, which stands 
‘far away in the unmapped West,” by the 
side of the Lake of the Mountains, in which 
“the great peaks are painted upside down 
by the Skal-lal-a-toots, as they always paint 
things in the water.”’ The Talking Pine tells 
the stories to T’solo,,.the wanderer, and it 
begins by giving the song of the waters that 
rush down from lofty Tacoma.

Dealers Hope for a Better Market in 
the Spring—Outlook Encourgsing— 
Leander J. MeCormick Buys the

Rea! esate transfers last week aggregated 
$1,544,900, as compared with $2,718,745 for 
the cofresponding week of 1806. Down- 
town property did not figure prominently in 
the transactions of the week. The changes 
i: Ownership as represented by the records 
were largely of residence lots an! small 
epartment houses in the outlying districts. 
The demand for property is confined almost 
entireiy to small priced pieces of realty 
tvhich offer, safe INvestments involving com- 
paratively small sums. 

While there is considerable talk of some 
large deals in centrally located business 
property it is not believed the year will 
abound in this kind of transactions. The 
returns from costly holdings of business 
property in the center of the city under the 
present business conditions are not of a 
nature which will bring about a live:y mar- 
ket. A majority of the mercantile houses 
have contracted rather than expandcd their 
quarters last year and the supply of tenants 
at present 's not equal ta the demand of land- 
lerds. 

, »« » There will not be any activity in the real . 
estate market until some time after the ef- 
fects of a business revival have been no- 

*ticed in other lines of trade. Real estate 
does not pick up so quickly as many other 
lines. While there has not been an active 
market by any means for three years values 
. have been maintained through it all and to 
this fact is attributable in a measure the 
holding off of investors for the lower prices 
'. they have predicted would prevali. 


This. Year’s Renting Season. 

| The outlook for an actives renting season 

. this year is not encouraging. There will 
"be the usual shifting of tenants in houses 
and flat buildings, but it is believed the num- 
ber of tenants who will be in the market 
will not nearly equal the number of places 
to be filled. Last year’s renting season, 
even with rentals reduced, left many va- 
cant flats and houses, This was emecially 
true of the older class of apartment houses, 
which have been ata discount. The rush to 
erect fine modern flats in all parts of the city 
has resulted in the crowding out of the 
market those which were buili several years 
ago. . 

The extension of lines of rapid transit has 

brought a large amount of desirable resi- 
lo dence property into competition with the 
» “older residence districts. It has made a 
more general ownership of homes possible, 
and in this way has reduced the number of 
_ ténants who rely more or less on the rent- 
ing agencies. 

Down-town rentals will probably not be 
brisk this year, although the outlook is 
more encouraging now than for the last 
three years. There are many vacant offices 
and stores in the bisiness district, and 't 
these are filled it will mean a large expan- 
sion of general business. 


’ Views of a Dealer. 
“There is no denying the fact that the 
. Weal estate market is dull,” said George 
. Birkhoff Jr. ‘* This is usually a dull season 
' of the year. We do not asa rule expect to 
* accomplish much during January. The 
Spring trade does not begin until well alorg 
in February. It is not well to take too 
pessimistic a view of the situation. Many 
symptoms are present which indicate a

Dwen & White have made plans for the re- 
construction of McCoy’s Hotel at the north- 
west corner of Clark and Van Buren streets 
at a cost of $40,000. Construction will be 
a Ye as soon as, plans are completed. 

ary Jordan will build an apartment house 
at Wentworth avenue and Sixty-seventh 
Street after plans by A. F. Hughes. It will 
be three stories high, 30x87 feet, and will 
cost $20,000. The interior will be finished in 
hardwood. 

Anderson & Gelin will build a three-story 
and basement apartment house at Nos. 6600 
and 6606 Butler street. The building will be 
90x51 feet and will be constructed of pressed 
brick and stone. The interior finish will be 
in hardwood and the building will cost $22,- 
000. 

J. I. Dorr has‘completed plans of a two-

CARVE DESIGNS ON THEIR FACES. 


South SealInhabitants Disfigure Them- 
selves in an Effort to Add to 
Their Personal Adornment. 


Tattooing must be counted among the most 
remarkable customs arising from the in- 
stinct of personal adornment. 

Maj.-Gen. Robley has devoted a good- 
sized volume to the practice as pertaining 
to the New-Zealanders. The Maori tattooing; 
known to them as *“ moko,”’ is a kind of face 
carving. The proeessisvery painfuland the 
patient is generally ill for some time, suffer- 
ing terribly from fever and swelling in the 
wounds, but he is consoled in the midst of 
his worst agony by reflecting upon the prob- 
able effect of the new adorment in ter- 
rorizing his enemies and fascinating the fair 
sex. During his retirement his relatives and 
friends come in large parties to see him and 
chant verses set aside for such occasions, 
praising the beauty that will be his when the 
moko is complete. 

This custom seems to have insinuated it- 
self into the songs of the people to a large ex- 
tent. The following verse is taken from Sir 
George Gray’s collection of Maori legends. 
The brother of the celebrated Tie Henfien 
laments his death in these words: 

Turn yet this once thy bold athletit frame, 

And let me see thy skin carved o’er with lines 

Of blue; and let me see thy face, 

So beautifully chiseled into various forms. 

In addition to the moko on their face, the 
New-Zealanders have their thighs stained 
entirely black, with the exception of a few 
narrow lines. This, acocrding to Capt. Cook, 
gave them the appearance of wearing striped 
breeches. 

The women are tattooed only about the 
mouth and chin, and sometimes across the 
lips, which the Maori standard of beauty 
demands shall be very full and painted blue. 

The instrument used by the moko artist 
is very much like a small chisel, about a 
quarter of an inch in width. The blade 
was driven into the flesh by means of a sharp 
tap with a little mallet. it often penetrated 
quite through the cheek, so that smoke from 
a pipe would issue forth. Flax dipped ifn 
pigment was applied to the incisions, and the 
work was finished and left te heal without 
medical or any other attention. 

This Maori tattooing gave rise to the re- 
markable traffic in dried heads that became 
such a scandal that it was stopped by legis- 
iation in 1831. 

Mokomokal is the name,given by New- 
Zealanders to dried heads. ‘When aman dies 
his head is cut off and dried; it is highly 
prized as a memento by his friends. . In 
time collectors came to offer tempting priccs 
for the heads, valuing the specimens ac- 
cording to the moko upon them. This cre- 
ated such a demand, it is said, many a DBat- 
tle and predatory expedition have been un- 
dertaken expressly to obtain choice tattooed 
heads. Finally it became a very dangerous 
thing for a man to be the proud possessor of 
well-done moko. Only the great chiefs were 
exempt from momentary risk of death; ard 
even they often fell victims to a combination 
of private erudee and cupidity. 

Maj.-Gen. bley tells. of a certain Cap- 
tain who wished to purchase a head. The 
chief and a number of his peop came on 
board the vessel to barga'n. The specimens 
that were exhibited did not meet with the 
Captain's approval. The chief admitted that 
the moko was not very choice; but, pointing 
to his men, he. told the purchaser to pick 
out any ope that suited him and when the 
vessel returned the head he chose should 
be dried and ready for him. 

The origin of the fashion of weart

patches has been attributed to the follow- 
ing circumstance: Once upon a time the 
wives of the Scythian officers became jeal- 
ous of the beautiful Thracian captives their 
husbands had broyght from the wars. So, 
when their lords and masters were away, 
the angry dames caused designs of sun, 
moon, and stars to be pricked on the faces 
of the Thracian women, hoping to make 
them hideous. . But, contrary to «xpectation, 
when the Scythians returned they greatiy 
admired the dark blue tracery, which’ set 
off the delicacy of the rest of the skin to such 
advantage that they compelled their wives 
to adopt the fashion. | : 
Of late years the wealthy young men of 
ew York have taken up the fashion of tat- 
ooing, among other fads. There is an art- 
istic orator of this description in that 
city who makes. his living—and a fat one, 
too—by doing such work with an electric 
needle. . .

Provisions Ease Off on Estimates of 
Heavy Receipts of Hogs for This 
Week—Flactuations Within a Nar- 
row Rapnge—Shorts Bay Wheat and 
Cause Advances—Considcrable Local 
Cash Business Announced—Good De- 
mand for Cash Corn. 


It is common rumor in the provision trade 
that Swift & Co. have purchased the stock- 
yards at St. Joseph, Mo., and the old Moran 
packing plant. at that place. The purchase 
price is said to be the amount of the bonded 
indebtedness, $425,000. It is claimed that 
Swift &*Co. will take hold of the plant at 
once and give employment to between 12,000 
and 15,000 men: Viles & Robbins control 
and operate a plant in St. Joseph adjoining 
the old Moran plant. John Moran figures in 
a new local packing company which has se- 
cured control of the Clough house, located 
just outside the Union Stock-Yards. The 
concern is Known as the Cumberland Pack- 
ing company. Mr. Moran is the President, 
Samuel J. Nash the Vice-President, and 
John Herson the Secretary. 

The factor in provisions yesterday was 
the large estimates of hogs for next week, 
and particularly for Monday, The figures 
given were 230,000 for the week and 55,000 
for Monday. Receipts yesterday were 2%,- 
000, or slightly over the estimate. 
principal packing points, however, there 
were received 50,300 hogs, as against 33,500 
the same day last year. Local receipts for 
the week were 220,031, against 161,400 a 
year ago. Packing to date is figured 
at 1,478,000, against 1,916,000 a year 
ago. The market for provisions held 
within a narrow range and any loss on the 
estimates of hogs was regained before the 
close. Some of the best posted people in the 
trade do not believe“that receipts next week 
will be up tothe preliminary estimates. 


Shorts and Privilege Sellers Buy Wheat 

May wheat opened with a fractional ad- 
vance, sold up fully a cent above the pre- 
vious closing price, ani at the close showed 
a net gain of ™% cent. The considerations 
were the reports of cash business here, no 
Argentine shipments, better demand for 
flour, a steady market in Liverpool, and a 
desire of shorts to cover. St. Louis and 
New York speculators cut very little figure 
in the market. The buying was local and 
The 
cash business was done by Logan and by 
Norton & Worthington. The latter con- 
cern was figuring on upwards of 100,000 bu 
of No. 2 spring, and it was supposed that 
thiy wheat was being taken to fill engage- 
ments for freight made on Friday. North- 
western receipts were 504 cars, against 174 
a week ago and 400 a year ago. For the 
week receipts were 1,766 cars, against 1,131 
the previous week and 2,349 a year ago. 
Clearances for the day were equivalent to 
269,000 bu, against 314,000 bu received at 
primary points. Clearances for the week 
were fair. Liverpool was up }4d on futures 
at the close. English country markets were 
up 7d, the same advance as shown the pre- 
vious week. Englisa farmers’ deliveries 
were 51,300 qrs, against 27,900 qrs the pre- 
vious week. The continental markets were 
generally higher. Pillsbury, who has been 
claiming for some time that the flour trade 
was. dull and demand not in proportion to 
known requirements, wired yesterday that 
there were lots of orders and offers from 
abroad. Local receipts of wheat were 40 
cars, against 138 cars inspected out of store. 
Samples were ile higher. Sales were re- 
ported of 134.000 bu No, 2 spring and No. 1 
Northern. By sample No. 4 red sold at 78c, 
No. 3 at 85%c, No. 2 hard at S4c, No. 2 white 
at 89c, and No. 4 spring at 70@73c. 

Corn Acts Stronger. 

Corn ruled firmer. Trade was of a quiet 
order, with scattered shorts covering on the 
firmness of wheat. The cut of 5c in the rail 
rate to New York was a steadying factor. 
However, its affect had been largely antici- 
pated, as a few favored ones had been enjoy- 
ing its privileges in advance. The cash de- 
mand. was excellent on local account, and 
especially on through billing. The competi- 
tion Was quite brisk at times. Samples were 
in only fair supply. The feeling on the cash 
side was steady at the advance of the pre- 
vious day. May sold between 24%@24\%c and 
245,@24%c, closing at 24\%c, a gain of ke, 
Receipts at 280 cars were 19 more than the 
estimate, and 340 cars are expected on Mon- 
day. Late inthe day New York reported 27 
boatloads taken for export.

Family Resided Near Chicago. 

It was at the Yankee settlement near 
Lockport where Mrs. Carpenter taught 
schoo] in the winter of {833 and 
1834 that she became acquainted 
with the Rev. Allen B. Freeman, who had 
organized a Baptist church and come out 
West to preach, and through his influence 
she obtained a position in Chicago in the 
school mentioned before. Here she contin- 
ued as a teacher from March, 1834, till June, 
1836. She was married to' Mr. Abele Car- 
penter in June, 1836, and moved to Warren- 
ville, a few miles west of Chicago, where her 
husband ‘thad a small store and a farm ad- 
joining the village. Mr. and Mrs. Carpenter 
moved to Aurora in 1875 to live with their 
daughter, Mrs. E. M. Walker. Mr. Carpen- 
ter died in 1882 aged 69 years. Mrs. Carpen- 
ter has two sisters living. The elder one is 
Mrs. Philinda Fowler of Warrenville. She 
is 92 years old. Mrs. Mary Beecher, the 
younger one, resides in Chicago. Mrs. Beecli- 
er gave $50,000 for the Beecher Hall women’s 
dormitory of the University of Chicago.

The Town of Jerusalem, which enjoys this 
immunity from the visits of the death angel, 
is a “‘ boom” city.

It is rather remarkable that there has been 
no Christian Science house of worship built 
in this city before. Some of the members of 
the Chicage society are also members of 
Mrs. Eddy’s church in Boston, calied *‘ The 
Fountain Head,” but the majority of the 
sect here have been in a measure a people 
without a home. Smaller towns inthe West, 
such as Peoria and Rock Island, have had

On thissite will 
be built the “‘ First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist,’’ as the title of the structure will 
be. Ultimately it is intended to have sim-

The secret of this, as in all good illusions, is 
very simple, as the illustration will show. 
In the stage there is a trap door, over which 
is placed a fancy rug that has a piece re- 
moved from it exactly the same size as the 
trap, to which the piece is fastened. When 
the trap is closed the rug appears to be an 
ordinary one. The table is placed directly 
over the trap. Below the stage is a box, 
open at the top, with cloth sides and wood 
bottom. To this box are attached four very 
ffne wires, that lead up through the stage by 
means of small holes where the trap and 
floor join, over pulleys in the frame of the 
table and down through the table legs, which 
are hollow, through the stage to’ windlass. 
In thé table top is a trap that divides in the 
center and opens outward. The top of the 
table is inlaid in such a manner as to conceal 
the edges of the trap. The lady takes her 
place in the box in a kneeling position, the 
assistant stands at the windiass, and all is 
ready. 

The magician takes a large table cover, 
and, standing at the rear of table, proceeds 
tocover it by throwing the cloth over table, so 
that it reaches the floor in front of the table, 
then slowly draws it up over the table top. 
The moment that the cloth touches the floor

D. Miss Bessie soon learned the duties of the 
office and now takes almost entire charge of 
the mails. 

She does not regard the saddle as indis- 
pensable in her equestrian feats, and fre- 
quently rides her favorite horses without 
saddle or bridle, guiding them by word or 
with a touch of the quirt on the side of the 
neck.

LONG VOYAGE OF’ A SODA BOTTLE. 


It Crossed the Stormy Expanse é6f the 
Atiantic and Landed on Coast of 
‘ Sweden—Fioated All the Way. 


Over 8,000 miles, across the stormy North 
Atlantic Ocean from the Canadian coast to 
the shores of Sweden, is the drifting record 
that a common giass soda water bottle has 
just made. 

Three thousand miles is in reality only @ 
very small portion of the actual distance 
traveled by this bottle, and when the vary~- 
ing drifts of the many ocean currents which 
exist in the North Atlantic are considered 
it can readily be seen that the chances are 
that 10,000 miles would not be an extreme 
estimate for the distance covered. 

Within the bottle was a message asking 
that it be returned to the writer, and al- 
though a period of thirteer months elapsed 
between the time the bottle was thrown into 
the sea off the Newfoundland coast and the

finding of it on the coast of Sweden, the 
message was finally sent to the man who 
wrote it, apparently none the worse for its 
long voyage. It now forms a conspicuous 
memento among a lot of curios gathered 
from all parts of the world. 

On the afternoon of Sept. 28, 1895, Edwin 
C. McCoy of Huntingdon, Que., was one ofa 
party of returning tourists who, on board the 
steamship Lake Winnfpeg, were counting 
the days and hours before they would reach 
their homes. 

One of the party suggested that as the 
voyage was nearly ended they should each 
inclose a message within a bottle and throw 
it overboard, and that each of the party 
should notify the others in the event of the 
message being returned. 

Without any expectation of ever hearing 
from it again, Mr. McCoy, with the others, 
threw a bottle overboard. It wasan ordinary 
white glass soda bottle, about eight inches 
long, with a short neck, and weighed about 
ten ounces. It was securely corked, and 
within was a slip of paper torn from an or- 
dinary notebook. The paper was ruled with 
blue lines, and on it was written in lead 
pencil the following: 

“ 8. & Lake Winnipeg, Sept. 28, 1895.—The 
finder will be rewarded by returning this to 

my McCoy, 
“ Huntingdon, Que, Canada.” 

When the bottle was thrown overboard the 
steamer was just entering the Gulf Stream 
off the Newfoundland coast, and was about 
100 miles from the Straits of BelleIsle. Had 
the bottle continued in the main stream it 
would have been washed ashore on the Scan- 
dinavian coast long ago, but everything in- 
dicates that through some trick of wind and 
wave the bottle got out of the main stream 
and must have followed the course of the cur- 
rent which sets southwesterly from the 
British coast, around the Azores, and on into 
the westerly trade winds which set steadily 
toward the American coasts. 

There are several currents in this part of 
the ocean, all of which havea westerly drift, 
some toward the South American coast, 
while others turn in a. more northerly di- 
rection, and eventually get back into the 
Gulf Stream. This was the course, in all 
probability, followed by the bottle, and as 
evidence of this there were found on it when 
it was picked up pieces of seaweed. and ma- 
rine growths which could only become at- 
tached to it in tropical waters. 

On Oct. 7, 1896, thirteen months after Mr. 
McCoy dropped the bottle overboard, Alfred 
Aistrum, a teacher in the pubilc schools of 
Grebestad, Sweden, was walking along the 
seashore near that place, when his‘attention 
was attracted by something which had just 
been washed ashore by the waves. 

He picked it up and found it to be a gigss 
bottle. Clinging to the outside and the cork 
were long seaweeds and tiny marine anima!s, 
while within could be seen a bit of paper with 
some writing upon it. Taking it home Mr. 
Alstrum read the contents of the note, and, 
finding it to be the one dropped months be- 
fore by Mr. McCoy into the sea, he mailed 
the note back to Canada. 

Mr. McCoy was not a little surprised the 
other day to receive a letter postmarked 
Grebestad, Sweden, and he was none the less 
surprised when his long absent note wag re- 
ceived from the bottle. This is the only let- 
ter, so far as known, which ever made the 
journey across the ocean without the ald of 
man. '

that suggestion ie at the bottem of all varie 
ties of mental healing. 
Exhaustive Telepathic Tests. 

The experiments in telepathy were ae thor- 
ough as the circumstances permitted. Tests 
were made in the waking state with a num- 
ber of le of varying degrees of nervous 
susceptibility. Then good hypnotic subjects 
were tried in the somnambulistic condition. 
People with special gifts in the way of nerv- 
ous force, clairvoyance and the like, were 
tested, and one epiritist’s ability was ex- 
amined with the others. The relation be- 
tween mother and daughter was hoped to 
show some startling results, and the two 
were experimented upon in various Ways. 
A professional clairvoyant and fortune-teller 
of considerable note was also expected to try 
his hand, but his second sight did not prove 
sufficiently acute to show him the way to 
the school, and he did not eucceed in finding 
the place. 

With all this variety of subjects an equally 
extensive program of tests was tried. Teil- 
ing unseen numbers, letters, words, and ob- 
jects were all attempted, as well as influens- 
ing the actions of the subjects to make them 
perform certain desired feats. 

The tests were begun by putting a young 
woman possessed of unusual psychic power 
in a chair ip the center of the circle of ex- 
perimenters. She was then blindfolded with 
a large pad of cloth placed over either eye, 
precluding the possfiility of sight. Standing 
behind her chair, and at a disance which 
made it impossible for her to hear the 
strokes of the pencil, Dr. Parkyn wrote down 
large figures on blank pieces of paper and 
pinned them up one at a time on the wall in 
sight of the party. Bverybody present was 
then: requested to think hard of the number 
in view, and the young woman in the ccnter 
was to tell what thought came into her head. 

After everything had been suitably ar- 
ranged Dr. Parkyn wrote the figure “8” on 
a piece of paperand pinned itup. Every one 
fell to thinking of the number with the 
utmost intensity. The room grew so still 
that the ticking of the small clock could be 
distinctly heard. Ten minutes dragged slow- 
ly by, when the young woman spoke. She 
said nothing had come clearly to her, but 
that the numbers 593 were running through 
her head. She was then tokd but one digit at 
a time would be used and the process was 
repeated. Almost before the number “3” 
was pinned up, she said “ three ’’ in a posi- 
tive tone of voice. An additionally interesting 
feature was the fact that a woman in tie 
circle of experimenters, who is possessed of 
some clairvoyant powers, wrote “3° down 
on a piece of paper and exhibited it to her 
next-door neighbor before the doctor had 
written #.

The 
young woman gradually dozed deeper and 
deeper to sleep and was apparently lost 
to the outside world, when she made a slight 
effort, aroused herself a little, and murmured 
distinctly the correct letter, ‘‘S.”’ The ap- 
plause which followed awakened her com- 
pletely, and she apparently did not get into 
the same condition of somnolence again. 
Five or six letters, a couple of numbers, 
and an object were all guessed at incorrectly. 

An old lady was then hypnotized by Dr. 
Parkyn and tested in the same manner as 
before by a young woman present. She 
missed several letters and figures at first, 
but at last struck a run of correct answers 
which astonished the audience. Three num- 
bers were guessed in succession, and one 
figure, ‘‘ 10,"" on the fourth trial. After that 
her success was poor until she was taken in 
charge by Dr. Parkyn: 

“I have a letter pinned on the wall,” he 
said, ‘‘and I want you to seeit. Just wait 
a minute and it will come quite clearly to 
you. Now you have it; what is it?’’ The 
letter was ‘‘ A.” 

‘“ Well,”’ said the sleeping woman deliber- 
ately, “I should say it was an ‘8S.’ but that 
may not be within four rows of apple trees 
of it.” She was told to try again and not 
speak till she saw it. She waited a few sec- 
onds and then said positively, ‘‘ A.” 

A young man hypnotized and one of the 
doctors present in the waking state gave in- 
teresting tests. Fingers were held up over 
the sleeper’s head and he guessed five times 
correctly out of seventeen. But this was 
explained to be due largely to hearing and 
was not counted. When holding another 
person’s hand the doctors guessed three 
figures correctly out of six trials. 


Try to Influence Action. 

To complete the series of tests it was de- 
cided to try and influence people’s actions by 
telepathy. The old method common in social 
gatherings was adopted. One person was 
sent out of the room while the rest of the 
party resolved on some given act which they 
should will the absentee to perform when he 
came back. Four trials proved failures with 
different persons, and then one young woman 
succeeded in sitting down in a certain chair 
as she had been willed. After that numerous 
other trials failed completely. 

Exclusive of the tests in holding up fingers, 
the results of the evening’s experimentation 
are in summary as follows: 

Out of a total of seventy-eight trials of all 
kinds thirteen were Successful, eighteen of 
the tests and six of the successes being made 
under the influence of hypnosis. In letters 
thirty-one ‘guesses had two right; in num- 
bers thirty-five guesses had nine right; in 
objects six trials had one success, and in 
actions six tests were favorable once. 

Since the chances for guessing letters are 
one in twenty-six, and for figures one in ten, 
these results run considerably above pure 
chance. How much of them were due 
to the suggestions of hearing and smell, and 
how much due to habit cannot betold. This 
is the opinion @ Dr. Parkyn onthe tests: 

“The result of the evening’s experiments 
only strengthened the idea I had of tel- 
epathy—i. e., that if there is such a force in 
mature it is entirely spontaneous and can- 
not be brought out by experiment. I really 
believe there is such a force, for in no other 
way can the numerous curious tales we hear 
be explained. There must bea little truth in 
some of these stories, but I have never yet 
seen the slightest results from scientific ex- 
periments, nor have I ever seen a solitary 
feat performed by professionals that could 
not be readily duplicated by trickery. 

“ While it is true that a fair percentage of 
the guesses were correct, still the numbers 
were limited to ten and the letters to twen- 
ty-six, so that when the ietters and figures 
previously used are excluded the field grows 
rather small. Association of ideas and se- 
quences of thought will also*account for 
some of the successes, for but one of the ob- 
jects chosen was guessed. 

“The only curlousefeature and the one 
that would point to ary results that ay 
have been obtained, was the number ef times 
that the first guess was correct.

Telepathy by Trickery. 

After the brains of the party became. so 
wearied from concentrated thought the 
teste of telepathy were abandoned, Dr. 
Parkyn gave an exhibition of how easily it 
was possible to dupe an audience in such 
matters. He successfully read the names 
of cards selected at raridom from @ pack and 
communicated them to others by merely 
holding their hands. Then he gave an exhi- 
bition of slate writing as practiced by pro- 
fessional medfums, completely fooling those 
among the,spectators who ‘did not know how 
the trick was worked. Finally he was sent 
out of the room and blindfolded in the man- 


_ her usual with the professional mind-read- 


ers, and on coming back successfully per- 
formed the muscle reading tricks of finding 
lost articles, giving the number of a watch, 
and even replacing a pin in the exact hole 
in the wall which it had previously made. 

These experiments are not accepted as 
final by those who conducted them. They 
are merely the first of a series of similar 
trials to be carried on one evening each 
week during,.the remainder of the winter. 
On these occasions clairvoyants, spiritualists, 
Christian scientists, and people possessing 
unusual powers will be given a chance to 
show under test conditions what ability they 
have to read thought. Nor will telepathy be 
the only thing tested. Scientific inquiry 
into special phases of hypnotiem and sug- 
gestion will also be attempted, one of the 
first evenings being devoted to tests of the 
relations of hypnotism and crime. In these 
subjects the skill of the operators and the 
thorough understanding of the methods to 
be employed promise important resulta
